ALASKAN LAW, 


A Double Murderer Has 
short Shrilt. 


Cowboy Tanner Tried by the 
(:old-hunters. 


Found Guilty and Hanged to.a 
Nearby Tree. 


Told the Crowd They Were Hang- 
ing the Best Shot in the North- 
west, but He Offered to Tie the 
Rope Around His Neck, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

SEATTLE (Wash.,) Feb. 2.—The 
steamer Alliance arrived here this aft- 
ernoon from Copper River, Alaska, 
with news of a double murder and a 
lynching at Valdes Pass, January 2. 
N. A. Call of Worthington, Minn., and 
W. A. Lee of Salem, Mass., were mur- 


dered by M. F. Tanner, known as the. 


“Montana Cowboy,” who, in turn, was 
hanged by about forty prospectors. 

A correspondent of the Times, writ- 
ting from Valdes, under date of Jan- 
uary 7, gives the following account of 
the tragedy, and the cause leading 
thereto: 

Last fall several boats landed at this 
place with passengers from all parts 
of the world, seeking an entrance by 
way of the Valdes trail over the glacier 
into the Copper River country. Among 
them was a party of Massachusetts 
prospectors, who had picked up en 
route the cowboy, Tanner, who had 
nothing but experience, and was out- 
fitted at Seattle by tthe rest of the 
party. The cowhoy was very»over- 
bearing, and at 1 his arrogance be- 
came unbearable, and four of the party, 
talking the matter over, came to the 
conclusion that the best thing for all 
parties concerned would be to divide 
the outfit, give the cowboy his share 
and let him shift for himself. The con- 
versation took place in a tent with 
the cowboy overhearing the remarks. 
He walled to a shanty one-half mile 
distant, got his six-shooter and re- 
turned. The four men were sitting in 
a small tent surrounded by baggage. 
The cowboy stood in the doorway of 
the tent holding the flap aside with one 
hand, his other by his side. He said: 
“I overheard your talk about me, and 
I am here for business.” 

He then shot twice in rapid succes- 
sion, killing Mr. Call and Mr. Lee in- 
stantly. The concussion put out the 
light, so that his next shot was in the 
dark. .The party at whom it was aimed 
fell down, and the cowboy, thinking 
there was only one left, went outside 
and waited a considerable time for him 
to come out. He at last gave up and 
went away. The survivors notified all 
of tre men in the community, and they 
went in a body for the cowboy, who 
surrendered without any resistance. He 
merely said: “I had intended to get 
them ail.” Thirty-eight men as @ jury 
deliberated from 11 o'clock that night 
until 4 o’clock in the morning. At the 
end of that time it had been decided 
that the cowboy must hang. When 
daylight came a path was  »vroken 
through the deep snow, a rope was 
thrown over a limb and Tanner was 
executed. The whole affair was con- 
ducted with decorum and solemn- 
ity. The cowboy was game to the 
last and coolly asked the crowd whether 
they were aware they were hanging 
the best shot in the Northwest. He of- 
fered to tie the knot around his neck. 

The wounded men were shot in ex- 
actly the same place, through the right 
lung, and expired without a word. At 
a meeting called, it was decided to sell 
the murdered men’s effects at auction 
and send the proceeds to their. families 
in the East. 


GEN. MERRIAM’S PLANS. 
[ASSCCIATED PRESS DAY’ REPORT. ] 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—Gen. Mer- 
riam, commanding the Department of 
the Columbia, has notified the Acting 
Secretary of War that he has completed 
the details of the relief expeditions to 
be sent out by the government to the 
gold region in Alaska and to the Klon- 
dike. These are as follows: 

Maj. D. Rucker, Fourth Cavalry, is 
assigned to command and to take tem- 
porary station at Dyea, where he is to 
establish a camp and supply depot. 
Capt. George Duhlen, assistant quar- 
termaster, is designated as quarter- 
master and commissary of the expedi- 
tion, and is to report to Maj. Rucker 
at Dyea. Capt. D. L. Brainard, com- 
missary of subsistence, has also been 
assigned to duty at Dyea as purchas- 
ing and disbursing officer of the expe- 
dition. Capt. Bogardus Eldridge, with 
a detachment consisting of Lieut. E. 
W. Clark and fifty enlisted men of the 
Fourteenth Infantry, together with 
First Lieut. F. M. Kemp, assistant 
surgeon, and two enlisted men of the 
Hospital Corps, fully armed and 
equipped for escort duty in the interior 
of Alaska, with one hundred rounds of 
rifle-ball ammunition per man, are or- 
dered to proceed from Vancouver Bar- 
racks to Dyea and report to Maj. 
Rucker. First Lieut. Guy H. Preston 
of the Ninth Cavalry, in charge, with 
Lieut.. Ryan, Ninth Cavalry, and the 
pack trains from the Department of the 
Platte, are also ordered to duty at 
Dyea. 

Orders bave been given to the chief 
commiseary of the Department of the 
Columbia to ship by steamer from 
Portland and Seattle, about February 
5, 12,000 complete rations, with proper 
proportion of subsistence, stores and 
property, and also tandem and single 
sleds, to Maj. Rucker at Dyea. 

ST. LOUIS PARTIES. 
{ASSOCIATED PREZS DAY REPORT.] 

ST. LOUIS, Feb. 2.—A party of 
eleven men, eight from St. Louis and 
three from Massachusetts, left here 
today bourd for the Klondike. Among 
them are tIra E. Fletcher, Frank F. 
Short, Charles L. Vaughan, Thomas A. 
Devin, Arthur Eveson, J. C. Stone, Se- 
bastian Wehrle, Edward Deitz, BE. A. 
Harris and Charles Hoffman. They 
will spend at least three years in 
Alaska, having invested $15,000 in sup- 
plies of food and implements, 

Another party, numbering seventy- 
five. mastiv St. Louisians, are prepar- 


ing to leave about the 15th inst., for 
the same destination. Among the 
number who will try their luck in the 
gold fields are Miss Sarah Hickmna, a 
prominent Epworth Leaguer of St. 
Louis, and Miss. Virginia May. Miss 
Hickman will write letters to the sev- 
eral religious papers of the city, de- 
scriptive of the country and experi- 
ences there. 

Messrs. Darrow and Markie and 
Frederick Key and wife of Dallas, 
Tex., and J. H. Cowles of Louisville, 
Ky., will be in the party. Dr. Button 
of St. Louis will be attending physi- 
cian of the little colony; 


TRANSPORTATION RBPGULATIONS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—The Secre- 
tary of the Treasury today issued reg- 
ulations goverming the entry and 
transportation of merchandise destined 
for the Klondike region and Northwest 
Territory of British Columbia by way 
of Juneau, Dyea and Skaguay or other 
customs ports im Alaska. It is pro- 
vided that imported merchandise arriv- 
ing at any of these ports en route for 
the Klondike may be forwarded with- 
out the payment of duty in charge of a 
customs officer at the expense of tte 
importer, or upon the filing of a bond 
for its exportation equal to the duties 
and charges. Or the owner may make 
a deposit with the Collector, the same 
to be refunded upon the certificate of 
the deputy collector on the frontier 
line that the goods have been exported. 
All imported animals or merchandise 
abamdoned or sold en route will be 
seized and forfeited to the government 
unless the duties shall be paid thereon. 
All articles caried by passengers, which 
are in use and which consist of wear- 
ing apparel amd personal effects neces- 
sary for the present ccmfort of such 
persons, are exempt from duty. 

The Secretary has also issued recula- 
tions concerning the navigation of the 
‘Yukon amrl Porcupine rivers and their 
tributaries. The important feature of 
these regulations is the requirement 
that any Anerican vessel entering St. 
Michael with passengers or cargo for 
Alaskan ports, amd which does not de- 
sire to proceed, must transfer her cargo 
to another Aenerican vessel. If destined 
to a port in British Columbia the trans- 
fer may be made to either an Ameri- 
cam or British vessel. 


PROVISIONAL GOVERNMENT NEC- 
ESSARY. . 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.}] 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—Gen. Mer- 
riam, commanding the Department of 
the Columbia, today wired the Acting 
Secretary of War the following points 
from the reports of Capt. Ray: 

“Strongly recommends restriction of 
emigration to that country this year; 
Says no one should be allowed to enter 
without two years’ supply of food: 
recommends military post at mouth of 
Tanana, with light-draught, high-power 
steamboat to patrol the Yukon with de- 
tachments of troops; also overland 
route from Cook or Valdes Inlet to 
mouth of Tanana. He seized all sup- 
plies at Fort Yukon October 30 to pre- 
vent capture by armed mob of about 
eighty men. Says mob was influenced 
by deliberate robbery and nvt by hun- 
ger. Nothing but provisional military 
government will meet the necessities 
this year. Full reports by express to- 
day.”’ 

CANADIAN RESOLUTIONS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 


VANCOUVER (B. C.,) Feb. 2.—At a 
public meeting held here last night res- 
olutions were passed urging that tim- 
ber licenses be granted only to British 
subjects or citizens of countries that 
afford a similar privilege/ to British 
Subjects within their own territory; 
that so long as Canadian lumber going 
into the United States is taxed, an 
equal tax should be placed on American 
lumber coming into Canada; that there 
is no need for the United States troops 
to accompany the relief expedition to 
the Yukon; that the disputed territory 
should be administered jointly; that 
the American vessels be prohibited 
from carrying goods from one Cana- 
dian port to another in accordance 
with the coasting laws. 

DOG-TRAIN COMPANIES. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


ST. PAUL (Minn.,) Feb. 2.—As the 
gateway beween the East and the 
Klondike, this city has been for some 
weeks the. witness of many returning 
parties of gold-finders and parties of 
gzold-seekers. 

The daily trains to the coast over 
beth the Northern Pacific and the 
Great Northern are crowded, many of 
the parties being made up in the 
Northwest and outfitting here, but 
more of them coming from the East 
and stopping off here to add to their 
supplies and outfits. Two new local 
companies have just been organized 
and started for the gold fields, but they 
have no present intention to dig for 
the metal themselves, having both 
formed dog-train companies and 
planned to make their share of. the 
money by hauling supplies. 

BOATS FOR THE YUKON. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 2.—White- 
law & Co., ship-owners and proprie- 
tors of the steamer Whitelaw, have 
closed a charter with the California- 
Yukon Trading Company to take two 
barges and the steamer Rideout in 
sections to Dutch Harber, the latter 
part of March for rebuilding. Some 
twenty or thirty mechanics will: go 
up to reconstruct this stearger, which 
will be put on the Yukon River in 
June next. 

The steamer Rideout is being pushed 
to completion by the contractors at 
Stockton, who will have the boat ready 
for shipment by March 20th. The full 
capacity of the Rideout and the two 
barges will be 500 passengers and £00 
tons of freight or merchandise. 
THREE HUNDRED PASSENGERS. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


VANCOUVER (B. C.,) The steamer 
Islander sailed this evening for Alaska 
with more than 300 passengers, and all 
of the freight she could carry. She 
had also a number of horses and dog 
teams. Among the passengers was Maj. 
Strickland of the Northwest mounted 
police. 

PARTY OF FORTY START. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

WORCESTER (Mass.,) Feb. 2.—A 
party of forty men left today for the 
Alaska gold fields. A crowd of nearly 
3000 persons Was at the railroad station 
to gee them start. The gold-seekers 
intend to operate in the Copper River 
country. 

TRAINLOAD OF SUPPLIES. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 2.—One of 
the features of the demand for sup- 
plies growing out of the Klondike ex- 
citement was the arrival here of a 
special train from Chicago made up 
of seventeen cars, all loaded with 
canned meats, aggregating half a mil- 
lion pounds. 

QUEEN EN ROUTE NORTH. 

SEATTLE (Wash.,) Feb. 2.—The 
steamer Queen’ arrived from ‘San 
Francisco today with about seventy 


passengers on their way to Alaske. 


A LAST STRAW 


Germany's Latest Order 
Will Be Resented, 


Forbids the Importation of 
American Fruit, 


State Department’s Patience is 
Exhausted. 


Means Will Be Taken to Bring Ger- 
many to Terms—The Assertion 
That California Products are In- 
fested Only a Subterfuge. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


BERLIN, Feb. 2.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.} The Prussian Minister of Fi- 
nace, Dr. Miguel, issued a decree yes- 
terday, which goes into effect immedi- 
ately, prohibiting the importation of 
every kind of American fresh fruit. 
The decision has been sent to all of 
the German ports and frontier sta- 
tions, excepting Avaria, Saxony and 
Wurtemburg. The United States Em- 
bassy was not previously warned, and 
the United States Ambassador, Mr. 
White, sent a formal letter to the 
Foreign Office today, inquiring upon 
what authority this inimical step was 
taken. 

The United States Consul at Ham- 
burg, Dr. Hugh Pitchiarn, telegraphs 
that 16,000 barrels of American apples 
have been forbidden to be unloaded, 
and that two trains full of American 
fruit have also been forbidden to cross 
the frontier at Emerich, which, aside 
from Hamburg, is the principal place 
of entry for American fruit. 

On receipt of this news, Mr. White 
sent a stronger remonstrance than 
ever before to the Fereign Office, call- 
ing attention to the evident violation 
of the treaty. 

At the Foreign Office it was learned 
that the Prussian government prohibits 
the entry of American fruit on sani- 
tary grounds, claiming that California 
and other vermin threaten German 
trees and fruit. 


PATIENCE EXHAUSTED. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
“WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—The State 
Department has not yet been informed‘ 
by Ambassador White of the decree 
against the importation of American 
fresh fruits into Germany, and the offi- 
cial statement of the matter is awaited 
with anxiety at the department, which 
desires to know just how far the Ger- 
man government is willing to yield to 
to the wishes of the Agrarian party, 
which insists on the exclusion of all 
American farm products which enter 
into competition with the German 

farmer. 

For two years 4¢the State Department 
has been engaged, almestfruitlessly, in 
an attempt to secure from the German 
government the reversal of a decree 
like the present one, but applied to 
our meat products. The attitude of the 
Germans in this matter is not encour- 
aging, and the announcement of this 
additional decree against another great 
American staple export ‘has tried the 
patience of the department sorely, and 
there is no telling how far we may go 
toward retaliation, if the conditions jus- 
tify it. 

Of course, nothing will be done in the 


absence cf full official information from 
Mr. White as to the facts in the case, 
@nd it may be that the history of the 
meat-exclusion negotiations will be re- 
peated in that this may bring about a 
long correspondence to induce the Ger- 
man government to demonstrate, if it 
can, the great dangers in American 
fruit. The indications are that there 
ig as little reason for this decree as in 
the case of American meats, and it is 
said that the President will probably 
avail himseif of his statutory power to 
retaliate sharply under section 5 of the 
act of August 30, 1890. 

To the knowledge of the State De- 
partment, no complaint has ever been 
before made against the character of 
American fresh fruits. There was some 
complaint a few years ago from Ham- 
burg and Cologne against certein im- 
portations of dried fruits on the ground 
that they contained traces of zine, taken 
up from the trays on which they were 
dried, but there has never Leen an at- 
tack upon the fresh fruit. The reports 
of the United States consuls show that 
the imports of the latter have had great 
favor in German cities, and the univer- 
sal testimony of our consuls is that eur 
apples are so superior in every respect 
that there is hardly a market for the 
German apples in their vicinity. 

A RETALIATORY MEASURE. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2. — Senator 
Perkins of California, when shown the 
above dispatch, said the prevention of 
importation on sanitary grounds was a 
mere pretext, and that it was merely 
to keep out fruite that compete with 
German products and the order was no 
doubt issued as a retaliation against 
the United States because of tlhe dif- 
ferential tariff on sugar from bounty- 
paying countries. Senator Perkins said 
he had no doubt that the United States 
could meet this order by retaliation and 
that if Germany did not want to bea 
market for our fruits and meats, mcas- 
ures could be taken that would also 
limit the markets in the United States 
to German products. 

“If ‘this country,” said Senator Mc- 
Enery of Louisiana, ‘‘would only pro- 
hibit the importation of Germanys 
cutlery and woolens, there would soon 
be an end of any discrimination against 
American products, and, according to 
my way of thinking, that is what 
should be done.” 

Senator Lodge, of the Committee on 
Foreign. Relations, declined to Say 
more than that Germany’s action Was 
in clear violation of the treaty. 

Senator Burrows of the Committee on 
Finance thought the matter should be 
thoroughly investigated, as he said he 
had no doubt it would be, by the ex- 
ecutive branch of the government, 

A THIN PRETEXT. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT NEPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—The Berlin 
cable announcing that Germany had 
closed her ports against , American 
fruits atracted much attention among 
members of the House of NKepresenia- 

tives. 

Mr. Hitt, chairman of the Committee 
on Foreign Affairs, expressed sunprise 
at the step taken, particularly that it 
should not have been preceded with 
notice {9 our representative at Berlin. 
Without discussing the motives of tlre 
movement, Mr. Hitt said it was evi- 
dent that Germany based her course 
on sanitary grounds, which would ex- 
clude the idea that the move was of a 
political and prescriptive character. Mr. 
Hitt felt that our authorities would 
take steps to learn whether any sanl- 
tary evil could be attributed to the con- 
dition of the fruit crop in California, 
and if this should be established in the 
negative, he had no doubt that a cour- 
teous but firm representation would be 
made to the German government with 
a view to showing that their action had 
been taken without a sufficient inquiry 
into the facts. He expressed the hone 
that this was not a step in Germanys 
retaliatory policy which had been re- 
ferred to in recent utterances by dis- 
tinguished German officia!ls. 

Other members of the House Foreign 
Affairs Committee pressed the view 
that it was a part of Germany's retu!- 
jatory attitude toward the United 
States.

He reviewed most of the docu- 
ments quoted by Senator Morgan ag 
favorable to annexation of the islands, 
foy the purpose of showing that they

Senator White then took up the con- 


tention that the control of Lionolulu 
Was hecessary to the devense of the 
Nicaraguan Canal, and aseefted that 


there was no foundation to support it, 
He gave figures to show that in case 
defense of the canal became necessary 
by this country, it would be defended 
from either San Diego or San Frane- 
cisco, and not from Honclulu. He said 
that no enemy could use Honolulu ag 
a base of supplies in case of war with 
the United States, because the modernp 
war vessel Goes not carry enough coal] 
to make the round trip and to delay 
for hostile purposes. 

He quoted Admiral Belknap to the 
effect that Honolulu could be fortified 
effectually, and Gen. Schofield to the 
effect that it could net be fortified at 
all by land defense, which shows that 
the authorities differ. He contended 
that if one of the tslands should be 
fortified, three éf them should be, and 
that it would require an immense navy 
to remain there pcormanently, while the 
acquisition of this ‘orritory would not 
diminish the. expense to fortifications 
and maintaining a navy at home. 
Senator challenged any one to produce 
proof of hostile intentions on the part 
of England, Japan or Germany, or any 
other power, and ctied the declaration 


eof various statesmen from each voun-

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try denying any desire to interfere in 
any manner with the United States. 

“The whole scheme for the annexa- 
tion of Hawaii,” he said) “is based 
upon sentimentality and sugar,” and 
continuing this line of presentation, he 
eaid that the sugar people who were 
netting eight or nine million dollars a 
year under the reciprocity treaty were 
back of the annexation project, With 
the hope of making the benefits now 
derived from reciprocity perpetual. If 
it were not, he said, for this condi- 
tion of affairs, the treaty would never 
have been heard of, and hence he 
charged that ‘the patriotism ©f Sena- 
fors was being imposed upon to con- 
mmate a most disgraceful proposi- 
on.”’ 

Among the Senators who interrupted 

Mr. White were Messrs, Hoar, Teller, 
Morean, Hale, Chandler, Wolcott and 
Tillman. 

Senator Hoar’s interruptions brought 
on a prolonged debate, in which several 
Senators participated, and which for a 
time threatened to divert the discussion 
from the lines which Semator White 
evidently desired to pursue. The Mas- 
sachusetts Senator’s questions related 
to the Japanese on the islands and the 
complications growing out of their 
presence there. 

To this Mr. White replied that the 
presmt Hawaiian government was im- 
porting contract laborers under a pro- 
vision which goes to the extent of per- 
mitting their imprisonment. He as- 
serted that since the trouble occurred, 
@ few months ago, which resulted in 
refusing permission to 700 Japanese to 
land on the islands, over two thousand 
had been brought in under contract. 
This practice he denounced as hypo- 
critical. 

Senator Tillmam of South Carolina 
came into the debate, making some as- 
sertions which created a breezy stir 
for-a few mmutes. South Caro- 
Jina Senator referred to the recent Ha- 
waiian revolution and to what he 
termed the effort of the Republican 
party to establish @ government in the 
interest of the white pople in the 
§jslands, when they numbered only one 
‘out of thirty of the inhabitamts, and in 
this connection referred to the reor- 
ganization of party lines in the South 
after the war. 

“We were then,” he said, “in South 
Carolina, attempting to establish a 
white-man’s government. The Repub- 
Jican party interfered with us then, or 
attempted to do so, professing to hold 
opinions about the sacred rights of the 
majority to rule. I should like to 
know,” he continued, ‘“‘whether the Re- 
publican party bas changed its opinion 
on this subject of the right of the 
white man to rule, for if it has, and 
will extend it to the Southern States, 
I will vote for the treaty.” 

“The distinguished Semator from 
South Carolina evidently knows all 
about the effort to reéstablish the white 
man’s party in the South after the war 
and could doubtless give us much inter- 
esting information om that point,” said 
Senator Chandler. 

“TI do know something about it,” re- 
eponied Mr. Tillman, “ and I know 
that there was some cheating and some 
shooting in those times, as there prob- 
ably was in Hawaii.” 

“The Senator from South Carolina 
would, I hardly think,” interrupted Sen- 
ator Hoar, “say in opem session what 
he has here said.”’ 

“TI am willing to say it anywhere,” 
said Mr. Tillman. “I want the same 
policy all along the line. Throw open 
the doors, and I will say what I have 
said before the entire world.” 

Probably the most significant occur- 
rence of the day was the fact that 
Senator Morrill, who has, during his 
entire career, been exceedingly conser- 
vative on the question of executive ses- 
sions of the Semate, took a position to- 
day in favor of open sessions on the 
Pettigrew resolution. He gave as his 
reason the fact that the speeches for 
and against the treaty@ere liable to be 
unevenly reported with the press ex- 
cluded from the session. Mr. White did 
not conclude, and he will continue his 
speech tomorrow. 


FIFTY-FIFTH CONGRESS. 
REGULAR SESSION. 


[ASSOCIATED VRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—SENATE. 
In the Senate today, Mr. Hawley of 
Connecticut secured the adoption of a 
resolution directing the Secretary of 
the Interior to furnish the Senate the 
total per capita cost of educating In- 
diam children at certain Indian schools; 
the total cost of transportation of 
pupils to and from the schools, includ- 
ing the mumber transported, approxi- 
mately what proportion of children edu- 
cated in the schools returm to the blan- 
ket and camp condition, and what can 
be done to prevent such retrogression 
and comtinue the children in the lines 
of progress on which they have en- 
tered, and what is the relative value 
of influence of the educated youth at 
home and the one educated away from 
home in favor of ending tribal reserva- 
tion life of the Indian, and his becom- 
ing a citizen and enterimg the great 
mass of the population, as shown by 
the pupils going into the employments 
of civilized life. 

Mr. Jones of Arkamsas called the at- 
tention to the reply of the Department 
of Justice to this resolution calling for 
information as to the appointment of 
deputies by Umited States Marshal 
Cooper of Arkansas. He said the re- 
ply was not satisfactory, as it did not 
assign reasons for the removal of the 
deputies of Mr. Cooper’s predecessor. 
If they were removed for political rea- 
pons, Mr. Jones said, he wanted the 
department to so state. He therefore 
offered another resolution directing the 
Department of Justice to supply the 
information. 

Mr. Hale thought this a matter with 
which Congress had nothing to do. 

The resolution was @greed to. 

At 12:35 p.m., the Vice-President laid 
before the Senate the resolution of Mr, 
Pettigrew of South Dakota declaring it 
to be opposed to the policy of the 
United States to acquire territory to 
defend which a navy would be re- 
quired, which resolution was laid over 
yesterday. 

Mr. Hale of Maine, being satisfiea 
that the remarks which the Senator 
from South Dakota proposed to deliver 
upon the resolution would infringe upon 
@ subject under discussion in execu- 
tive session, said he would move that 
the Senate, under the rule,, go into ex- 
ecutive session. 

Mr. Pettigrew remarked that he could 
as well offer his remarks in executive 
pession as in open session, and “if the 
friends of the Hawaiian treaty are so 
tender about the matter,” he was will- 
ing to go into executive session. 

Mr. Hale's motion prevailed, and, at 
12:40 p.m., the Senate went executive 
session. 

OPEN SESSION BUSINESS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—The execu- 
tive session was concluded at 4:20 p.m. 

The Senate then proceeded to the 
consideration of open-session business. 
Mr. Davis of Minnesota presemted the 
joint resolution by the House providing 
for representation at the Internationa] 
Fisheries. Exposition at Bergen, Nor- 
way, and accepting the invitation ex- 
tended to the United States. The ap- 
propriation carried by the resolution, 
is $22,000. It was passed. 

Mr. Spooner of Wisconsin called up a 
bill amending the law which authorized 
the commissioners appointed by the 
President to codify the criminal laws 
of the United States to act as a com- 
mission and to enable the commission 
to have its accounts passed by the 
Comptroller of the Treasury. The bill 
was passed. 

Mr, Cullom of Illinois, of the Appro- 
priation Comanittee, called up the Agri- 
cultural Bill, as it passed the House 
the measure carries $3,360,902. As re- 
morted 


$3,512,202, an increase over the House 
bil¥ of $151,300. 

Mr. Warren of Wyoming offered an 
amendment to establish a division of 
irrigation and reclamation of arid lands 
at a cost of $7300 and providing for in- 
vestigations of the methods of building 
and operating irrigation canals and of 
a method of storing and distributing 
water in the reclamation of arid lands 
at a cost not exceeding $14,000. No ac- 
tion was taken on the amendment. 

After the reading of the bill the Sen- 
ate adjourned until tomorrow. 


HOUSE PROCEEDINGS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—HOUSE.— 
At the opening of the session of the 
House today, Mr. Grow (Rep.) of 
Pennsylvania asked unanimous consent 
for the consideration of a resolution di- 
recting the Secretary of War to issue 
medals to 530 Pennsylvania _ soldiers, 
who belonged to the command that on 
April 13, 1861, passed through the mol 
at Baltimore, and who received the 
thanks of Congress July 22, 1861. Mr. 
Hull, chairman of the Military Affairs 
Committee, objected. 

Several other requests for unanimous 
consent met with similar fate. 

The Army Appropriation Bill was 
sent to conference, Mr. Hull (Rep.) of 
lowa, Mr. Marsh (Rep.) of Illinois and 
Mr. Cox (Dem.) of Tennessee being 
appointed conferees. 

The House then went into committee 
of the whole and resumed _ considera- 
tion of the District of Columbia Ap- 
propriation Bill. 


FORTIFICATIONS BILL. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—The Dis- 

trict Bill was completed and passed 
Shortiy after 3 o’clock, after which the 
House took up the Fortifications Bill. 
_ Mr. Hemenway (Rep.) of Indiana, in 
charge of the bill, explained its provis- 
ions. The estimate of the department 
for fortifications and other works of 
defense, armament, etc., were $13,375,- 
571, while the amount carried by the 
bill was but $4,144,912. In discussing 
the harbor-defense works erected under 
this policy, Mr. Hemenway stated that 
the defense of New York Harbor was 
complete. He quoted the Chief of Ord- 
nance as having said to him that not 
enough war vessels could now enter the 
harbor in-the face of the present de- 
fense system to materially damage the 
city. It was arranged that the general 
debate should end tomorrow at 34 
o'clock. 

Mr. Ferguson, delegate from New 
Mexico, got the floor, and under the 
latitude allowed for debate argued on 
the injustice of denying Statehood in 
New Mexico. He said that if State- 
hood was delayed, all the valuable 
land lately restored to the public do- 
main which could be selected by the 
Territory, were she a State, for school 
purposes, would be gone. He appealed 
for the passage of a bill allowing the 
Territory to select the lands now. 

Mr. Underwood (Dem.) of Alabama 
criticised the Fortifications Bill because 
it did not provide for the inauguration 
of defense works at the harbors along 
the coast of the Gulf of Mexico. Mo- 
bile Harbor would be the first harbor 
entered by the Spanish fleet if we 
should become involved in war with 
Spain. 

Mr. McClellen (Dem.) of New York 
also criticised the bill. 

At 5 p.m. the House adjourned. 


CUBA-HAWAIIAN COMBINATION, 


A Scheme That Will Precipitate a 
Crisis on Both Questions. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

CHICAGO, Feb. 2.—A special to the 
Tribune from Washington says that 
quiet negotiations have been going on 
in theesSenate for several days, looking 
to a sensational combination of the 
friends both of Hawaii and Cuba, with 
the object in view of precipitating a 
crisis on both questions without wait- 
ing either for the annexation treaty in 
the Pacific or the slow movements of f 
autonomy in the Atlantic. When the 
Diplomatic and Consular Appropriation 
Bill was before the House the Demo- 
crats made several efforts to tack on 
an amendment for recognition either 
for the belligerency or the independ- 
ence of the Cuban insurgents. The 
House has very strict rules against the 
insertion of actual new legislation on 
appropriation bills. Similar rules exist 
in the Senate, but they are seldom or 
never applied, and the upper house of 
Congress is always relied upon to fill 
the appropriation bills with urely @g- 
islative enactments, which then be- 
come a part of a conference report, 
and are not specifically the subjects 
of points of order in the House. Tak- 
ing advantage of this situation, three 
or four prominent Republican Sena- 
tors, among whom is at least one mem- 
ber of the Foreign Affairs Committee, 
have devised a scheme for securing 
immediate action on these two trouble- 
some foreign questions. The scheme in- 
volves a union of forces between the 
friends of Hawaii and Cuba. 

Although the annexation treaty is 
said to command two-thirds of the 
whole Senate, it has in its favor an un- 
doubted majority, representing all par- 
ties, and the same is said to be true 
in regard to Cuba. It is proposed, 
therefore, to draft an amendment to 
the Diplomatic and Consular Appropri- 
ation Bill, containing, first, the entire 
wording of the Hawaiian annexation 
treaty, and, secondly, a positive dec- 
laration that a state of war exists in 
the island of Cuba. A mere majority 
vote would be sufficient to pass this 
amendment. As it would be part of a 
general appropriation there would be 
norule of the House that could prevent 
its consideration, and if passed by that 
body it would goto the President, who 
would be put in the position of having 
to approve or veto both propositions at 
the same time. 

It was learned, on the authority of 
one of the Senators concerned in the 
scheme that such an amendment as 
had been described has actually been 
drawn up. It was further stated that 
Senator Hale of Maine, who has been 
a vigorous opponent of any interfer- 
ence in Cuba, and who is in charge of 
the diplomatic bill, was holding it up 
because he feared just such action and 


wished to postpone consideration of 
the amendment as long as possible. It 
90 happens that several of the op- 


ponents of Hawaiian annexation are 
also oppoged to any action in regard to 
Cuba. 

The friends of these unfortunate isl- 
ands have therefore come to the con- 
clusion that they could make a good 
combination by bunching the opposi- 
tion. An appropriation, when once re- 
ported, is privileged business, not sub- 
ject to the delays of executive sessions, 
and the proposed amendment could 
therefore be brought up in such a way 
as to provoke public debate and speedy 
action on these two great questions.

BOLDINDS PORTRAITS. 


FIVE OF THEM SEIZED BY NEW 
YORK CUSTOMS OFFICIALS. 


The Paintings are Said to Have 
Been Fraudulently Entered at 
the Customhouse—How the Dis- 
‘covery Was Made. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 
NEW YORK, Feb. 2.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Customhouse inspectors in- 
vaded the art store of Boussoud, Valado 
& Co. today and seized five celebrated 
portraits painted by Giovanni Boldini, 
the Italian artist, whose coming to this 
country several months ago caused no 
end of stir in art circles. It is alleged 
the pictures had been fraudulently en- 
tered at the customhouse and behind 
lies a tale of fierce rivalry between 
competing art dealers. Boldini is one 
of the most celebrated portrait painters 
of today. By some he ranks higher than 
the great Sargent, and since he has 
been in New York his services have 
been in demand by those who could 
afford to pay big prices for portraits. 

November 22 last, there arrived on 
the steamer La Campagne three cuses 
of paintings, whose value was said to 
be $20,000. They were all painted by 
Boldini, and when they were taken to 
the customhouse they were released 
free of duty, oath having been made 
that they were not for sale. Among 
them were portraits of Verdi, the com- 
poser; Princess Poniatowski and James 
Whistler, the artist. Recently several 
rival art dealers became convinced the 
paintings had been fraudulently en- 
tered, and it was whispered that any 
one of the portraits could be bought 
if a sufficient price was offerei. 

Finally, Collector Bidwell got wind of 
the group. He. was told the pictures 
were really brought into this country to 
be sold here. He was incredulous at 
first, because of the rank of the artist 
and the great value of the portraits, 
but at last he determined to make an 
investigation. At his instance, a wo- 
man, who gave her name as Mrs. 
Campbell, went to the store where the 
paintings were hung and began nego- 
tiations, it is said, for the purchase of 
the portrait of Verdi. Finally a bargain 
was consummated. Mrs. Campbell 
agreed, it is said, to pay $5000 for this 
picture, and before leaving the store 
she secured a bill of sale for it. Seiz- 
ure followed.

.The Chemical National Bank is one 
of the most prosperous institutions of 
its kind in the country, and should the 
amount loaned by Quinlan prove a 
loss, the bank’s credit would not be 
affected. Its shares of @ par value of 
$100 have sold for more than #4000 each 
within a short time. The directors are: 
.George G. Williams, James A. Roose- 
velt, Frederick W. Stevens and Rohert 
Goelet. 

Cashier Quinlan was also a director. 
The latter is 53 years of age. During 
the twenty years he was cashier he 
never took a vacation. Francis Halpin, 
assistant cashier, is acting 2s cashier 
of the bank, pending the selection of a 
successor to Quinlem. The amount 
loaned Grable was James 
Silver of this city, representing a car- 
bon company, obtained $193,000. 
PRESIDENT WILLIAMS’S STATE- 

MENT.

NEW YORK, Feb. 2.—President Wil- 
liams of the bank said: 

“In my opinion Mr. Quinlan has been 
the victim of clever schemers. I believe. 
that he has been mentally irresponsi- 
ble for many months, though there was 
nothing apparent in his actions to be- 
tray this to us. 

“Mr. Quinlan had known Mr. Grable 
for some time, amd six weeks ago, 
when the latter asked for a loan of 
$5000 to he'’p along some scheme of his, 
Mr. Quinlan gave it to him. Then came 
another loan of $5000, which was also 
granted. Next Silver was brought into 
the deal. Then, to save the loan first 
made, Mr. Quinlan made another loan 
of an equal amount, and to save that 
he gave them another. In this way, in 
a little more tham six weeks, the amount 
of the loans Was run up to almost half 
a million dollars. It was not until 
it had reached this figure that we 
knew anything about it. Then for the 
first time, Mr. Quinlan seemed to re- 
alize that something mighi be wrong 
with his accounts. So, last Surday he 
called on me at my home and made a 
statement of the facts. 

“I wamt to say this for Mr. Quinlan. 
Not the slightest suspicion of dishon- 
esty rests upon him. I do mot believe 
that he profited by these loans to the 
extent of one cent.” 

Mr. Williams added: “We have 
charged off early the whole of the loans 
to our profit and loss, although we are 
satisfied that we shall recover a large 
part of the money eventually.”’

GREAT BRITAIN’S FLUNK, 


ADVERSE NEWSPAPER COMMENT 
ON TALIEN WAR AFFAIRS. 


Globe Says the Ministers Have Only 
Themselves to Thank If They 
Have Lost Credit—An Official 
Statement. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

LONDON, Feb. 2.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The afternoon newspapers com- 
ment in the most severe terms upon the 
alleged withdrawal of Great Britain's 
demand for the opening of the port of 
Talien-Wan. Some of them refuse to 
credit the report. 

The Globe says: “No wonder if the 
opponents of the ministry regard it as 
a national humiliation when its. sup- 
porters are unable to find a reasonable , 
excuse for it. The public was led to 
believe that Sir Michael Hicks-Beach 
and other Cabinet Ministers meant 
what they said, so the Ministers have 
only themselves to thank if they lose 
preetige at home and abroad through 
the withdrawal of the Talfen-Wan de- 
mand. England, with her strength and 
enormous resources, has the game in 
her own hands, if the Ministers’ will 
only play it with the necessary spirit.” 

An official statement on the subject, 
just issued, is as follows: “No com- 
munication can at present be published 
concerning the Times’s Talien-Wan re- 
port of the negotiations as a whole. 
The negotiations thus far are abso- 
lutely confidential. Many telegrams 
from China contain statements not 
merely going far beyond the govern- 
ment’s information, but in some in- 
stances are quite at variance with 
known facts.” 

The Times’ Talien-Wan announce- 
ment has created much surprise and 
excitement among politicians, and was 
eagerly discussed at the clubs. The 
Liberals vigorously denounced the _ re- 
ported backdown of the British gov- 
ernment, while the Conservative mem- 
bers of the House of Commons did not 
conceal their bitter disappointment. 
Many declined to credit the report un- 
til it should be officially confirmed, and 
a prominent Conservative offered a 
Liberal opponent to pay a substantial 
sum to a public charity if the reported 
backdown should be confirmed. The 
Liberals declare that it would be a hu- 
miliating surrender to Russia and a 
severe blow to British interests and 
prestige. 

The members of the late Cabinet are 
already communicating with each other 
with the view of using the matter as 
a point of attack upon the government 
during the debate upon the Queen's 
speech upon the reassembling of Par- 
liarnent. 

GERMANS ARE OUT.

Two cabmen testified last night that 
they drove a man supposed to have 
been H. H. Boyce from the station to 
No. 263 East Broad street about noon of 
Monday preceding the Senatorial elec- 
tion, and that a man supposed to be 
Maj. Rathbone came out of the house 
and got into the cab with Boyce. Tay- 
lor could not be positive as to whether 
Rathbone was at his house at that 
hour or not, but said he was there 
much of the time for two weeks. 
Charles L. Kurtz said tonight, when 
asked about the identity of H. H. Boyce, 
that he was much amused at the story 
sent out by some of Senator Hanna’s 
newspaper supporters to the effect that 
Boyce is a myth. 
“He is known in New York as the 
lessee of flats, and one of his friends 
and aman who at times paid his hills 
with checks was none other than one 
Shane, an ex-Cincinnatian, a close 
friend of President McKinley and a 
prominent organizer of McKinley clubs 
in the State and city of New York. 
Shane, it is reported, admits that he 
gave Boyce the money -to go to Cin- 
cinnati, when he went there for the 
purpose of attempting to buy the vote 
of Representative Otis for Hanna. 
“Since the exposé of the Boyce brib- 
ery, Boyce has been heard from in sevy- 
eral places, where he is said to have 
creditors who mourn his absence, and 
aside from a few hide-bound party 
papers, the dispatches have been gen- 
erally printed by all papers, and have 
never been denied, yet the Hanna or- 
gans go on claiming that Boyce is a 
myth.

WAR OVER ALASKA. 


WESTERN RAILROADS TO BATTLE 
WITH THE CANADIAN PACIFIC. 


Concerted Movement Against the 
Foreign Competitor Likely to 
Follow the Latter’s Refusal to 
Join in Making Rates, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

CHICAGO, Feb. 2.—Unless the Cana- 
dian Pacific alters the attitude it has 
assumed toward the western roads in 
the matter of Alaskan rates, it is pos- 
Sible that there will be a concerted 
movement among all the American 
roads to ignore it entirely, and to re- 
fuse to have any further dealings with 
it in passenger traffic. It has steadily 
refused to meet with the American 
roads to discuss matters, and simply 
reiterates its determination to pre- 
serve its differentials on Alaskan busi- 
ness. 

The meeting of the western roads, 
after a short session today, sent a 
message to the Canadian Pacific, say- 
ing that if it was inconvenient for a 
representative of the Canadian Pacific 
to come to Chicago at the present time; 
they would be glad to have the Cana- 
dian Pacific name a date on which its 
representative could meet a committee 
of the western roads, either in Mon- 
treal or New York. 

To this a reply was received today, 
after the adjournment of the meeting, 
to the effect that it would not be can- 
venient for the Canadian Pacific to 
meet the committee of the western 
roads. After the adjournment of the 
meeting today, representatives of the 
western roads said that they felt that 
they had done all that lay in their 
power to come to an understanding 
with the Canadian Pacific, but if that 
road would not consent to meet and 
discuss matters with them, there was 
nothing to do but sever all traffic rela- 
tions with it. They said that they 
were not thinking of doing this in a 
belligerent spirit, but simply to pro- 
tect themselves. 

The meeting tomorrow will take up 
the matter and decide what is best to 
be done. As matters now stand there 
seems to be very little chance of avoid- 
ing a war in Alaskan rates, and if this 


is once begun there is every proba-— 


bility, that it will spread to the other 
transcontinental roads, as well.

dates of sale, limits, stop-overs, etc., 
which, under existing conditions, are 
impracticagJe.

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 2.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] Fifteen survivors of 
the crew of a junk that was wreckel 
on the Ariadne Rocks while en route 
between Newchang and Shanghai, 
China, were brought to the latter port 
by the steamer Prosper December 728. 
Seven of the crew had beea washed 
from the bottom of the capsized vessel 
sefore succor arrived, and two of the 
funfortunates, who had become raving 
maniacs, were left to their fa e- 
cause of the difficulties in the way of 
their rescue. 


NEWS FROM JAPAN, 


New Japanese Cabinet—Wreck of a 
Merchant Steamer. ‘ 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 2.— The 
steamer Rio de Janeiro, which arrived 
today from Honghong and Yokohama, 
brought the following oriental advices: 

The new Japanese Cabinet, which 
was duly installed January 17, is coim- 
posed as follows: Minister President, 
Marquis Ito; Minister Foreign Affaire, 
Baron Nishi; Finance, Count Inouye, 
Home Affairs, Viscount Yoshikawa; 
Education, Marquis Saionji; War, Vis- 
count Katsura; Navy, Marquis Saigo; 
Agriculture and Commerce, Baron Ito 
Miyoji; Communications, Baron Sueyo- 
matsu; Justice, Mr Sone Arasuke. 

According to the statistics of the Jap- 
anecse customs authorities sixteen for- 


eign sealing schooners, twelve British | 


and four American, entered Hakodate 
and Yokohama during the year 1897. 
Their aggregate catches were 8852, a 
decrease of 13,514, compared with that 
of 1896. 

The Japanese standing squadron, con- 
sisting of the Fuji, Yaskima, Matsu- 
shima, Itsushima, Hashidate, Chinyen, 
Akitueshama, Naniwa, Suma and lid- 
mi has been ordered to leave Yoko- 
Suka for Chinese waters on January 20, 
shortly before the Rio left Japan. 

A Japanese paper states that the au- 
thorities of the Governor-General’s 
office in Formosa are considering the 
desirability of creating a monopoly of 
the camphor business, similar to that 
of leaf tobacco, with a view of increas- 
ing the revenue. 

The Chuo Shimbun says that the 
French government has officially com- 
municated to the Japanese government 
its desire to borrow the Pescadores in 
order to form an anchorage for the 
French squadron. 

December 24 the Jananese merchant 
steamer Nara Maru ran on a hidden 
rock of the Pescadore group and sank 
immediately. Of her eighty passcn- 
gers and crew, seven only reached the 
ehore. The drowned were all Japanese. 

A Tokio paper states that there are 
gome sixty thousand troops in Vladi- 
vostok ready to take the field ata 
moment’s notice. 

Mr. Sands, secretary of the United 
States Legation at Seoul, was assaulted 
by a gang of five or six Japanese 
coclies at Nagacaki, New Year's 
while walking alone. No reason is 
known for the assault, and the matter 
is being investigated by the local au- 
thorities. 

Twenty-one people were killed and 
one injured at Niigata Prefecture, 
owing to the collapse of a number of 
hoases on account of the heavy down- 
fall of snow. 


TORONA’S PASSENGERS PICKED UP. 


Majerity of Them Carried on to 
Their Destination.

FORT WRANGEL, Jan. 2.—[Wired 
from Seattle Feb. 2.] The steamer Ore- 
gon of the Portland-Alaska line, on her 
way to Alaska, anchored off Lewis Isl- 
end yesterday, and rescued the passen- 
gers of the wrecked Corona, who were 
not taken off by the Al-Ki last Thurs- 
day.

FIRE DEPARTMENTS TO BENEFIT. 


Proceeds of Insurance Tax to Be De- 
voted to Them. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
SAN FRANCISCO, Feb, 2.—Insur- 
ance Commissioner Clunie proposes to 
take action that will interest the fire 
devpertments of the State. Under the 
retaliatory law New York and Penn- 
Syivania companies are required to 
pay a 2 per cent, tax on their gross 
premium receipts. Hitherto this 2 per 
cent. has been paid into the State 
treasury. Mr. Clunie says tha} if the 
retaliatory law should be carfied out 
a3 the Legislature says it should be, 
the proceeds of the tax would go into 
the treasuries of the fire departments 
of the cities in which the companies 
do business. This would mean, in the 
case of this city, from $15,000 to $20,000 
a year for the fire department. Two 
of the eastern insurance companies 
have filed new bonds, which have been 


accepted by the commissioners.

RABI WAS STRIPPED, 


GEN. GARCIA FEARED THAT HE 
MIGHT SURRENDER. 

His Brother Shot for the Same Rea- 

son—Fighting at Several Points. 


Volunteers Making Threats—At- 
tack on Artemisa, — 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.}] 


NEW YORK, Feb. 3.—Official state- 
ments, which will be published, are to 
the effect that the reason Gen. Blanco 
was not successful in securing Gen. 
Rabi’s presentation was that Gen. Rabi 
had been arrested by Gen. Garcia and 
stripped of his rank, because it was 
feared he would surrender, says the 
Havana correspondent of the Herald. 
Gen. Rabi’s brother, it is reported, has 
been shot by order of Gen. Garcia -for 
the same reason.

He publicly announced that 
such was his intention, but for soine 
reason his plans miscarried, and now 
he is coming home without having 
struck a decisive blow. 

Report: says the rebel forces under 
Gen. Garcia inflicted a severe blow on 
the Spaniards under Gen. Linares and 
Gen. Luque. Official reports y that 
eighty-five were killed or wounded. 

The volunteers are making threats 
again, and the authorities, in order to 
be fully prepared, have deemed it neces- 
sary to take precautions against a dem- 
onstration. Guards have been placed 
about public buildings, and the resi- 
dences of members of the Autononist 
Cabinet and the American consulate. 
About the cigar factories of the Rabel 
Company, which supports autonomy, it 
gathered 200 cavalry. The new govern- 
ment is worried over the threatened res- 
ignation of several members of the Au- 
tonomist Cabinet. 

One of the most important engage- 
ments of the present campaign in the 
Orient was fought on January 21 near 
Caiman between the forces under Gen. 
Luque and the rebels under, Gen. Gar- 
cia. The Spanish, it is reported, had 
150 killed and a large number wounded. 
From accounts received the fight was a 
veritable slaughter, the Spaniards be- 
ing boxed up in a ravine.

ALMOST PARALYZED. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

HAVANA (Via Key West, Fla.,) Feb. 
2.—Spanish muitary operations con- 
tinue almost paralyzed, the season 


.most favorable for movements against 


the insurgents thus being lost. Friday 
the insurgents entered the town of Ar- 
temisa, province of Pinar del Rio, and 
plundered several stores. The Gov- 
ernor of Pinar del Rio sent José Men- 
donez Diaz as an emissary to the in- 
surgent leader, Perico Diaz, with pro- 
posals of peace and surrender. The 
insurgents hung him near a railway 
with the Governor’s letter on his 
body. 

Monday night they renewed the at- 
tack on Artemis, but were repulsed, 
leaving two killed. The insurgents, 
under the leadership of José Miguel 
Gomez, surprised two squadrons of cav- 
alry on the military trocha rear Ciego 
de Avila and inflicted considerable loss, 
including a Spanish captain. The re- 
maimder of the Spanish force made a 
disorderly retreat to Ciego de Avila. 

Mail matter in the Havana, postoffice 
continues to be tampered with. There 
are eighteen men on duty opening let- 
ters and reading newspapers before de- 
livery. While European mail matter 
gets through all right, correspondence 
from the United States, especially from 
Tampa and Key West, is most carefully 
examined. 

ENGAGEMENT AT AGUIO.

HAVANA, Feb. 2.—The insurgents 
have dyamited a passenger train near 
Guara, parily destroying the engine 
amd derailing the cars. 

The detachment of Spanish cavalry 
has been engaged with an insurgent 
force uder Collaso at the Aguio plan- 
tation, Havana province. The £manish 
report of the affair says the insurgents 
lost seventeen killed; that four insur- 
gents were captured, and that the 
Spanianis had sevn men wounded. 

On Sunday last at Havana and Gua- 
nabhacoa assistance Was given to 
reconcentrados. About thirty-three 
thousand eigrit hundred amd thirty ra- 
tions were distributed. There are about 
fifteen thousand reconcentrados in and 
about Havana and Guamabacoa.

A Mexico City dispatch says ffederick Pol- 
lock, formerly a railroad conductor, was ar- 
rested yesterday afternoon for concealing 
stolen property in connection with the opera- 
tions of an American gang of crooks. 

A dispatch from Bergamo, Lombardy, to 
London, says that six working-girls were 
killed and many others seriously injured at 
Rassonico Tuesday, when the roof of a spin- 
ning mill there collapsed in the storm. 

There will be a change in the schedule 
of not only the Union Pacific and Burlington 
roads Sunday, but the * Denver, and 
Grande, and possibly another of the »Col- 
orado terminal lines, giving a rapid service 
to Chicago and the East not heretofore en- 
joyed. 

In the hearing of the United States against 
the South Omaha Live Stock Exchange, at 
Omaha, ex-President Richard Gilchrist was con 
the stand. He was very closely questioned, 
and admitted that the exchange was a monop- 
oly so far as control of the sale @f stock on 
the local market is concerned. 

An El Paso, Tex., dispatch says mining men 
in that city are excited over a phenomenally 
rich silver deposit discovered the other 
day on the line of the Rio Grande, Sierra 
Madre and Pacific road in old Mexico, about 
one hundred miles from El Paso. Samples 
assayed 26,000 ounces of silver to the ton. 


The Greater New York Central Committee 
of the Social Democracy of America, has 
sent an appeal to Gov. Budd of California 
for the pardon of S. D. Worden, now under 
sentence of death in that State for wreck- 
ing a train at Sacramento in July, 1894, by 
which three United States soldiers were 
titled. 

At the annual meeting of the stockholders 
of the Diamond Match Company, at Chicago, 
the $798,867 loss to the stocknolders of the 
company through the failure of the Moore 
Bros. In 1896, and heretofore carried as an as- 
set. was erased from the books. The annual 
statement showed net profits of $1,274,917, 
against $1,226,441 in 1896. 

A special to the Denver Republican ‘from 
Santa Fé, N. M., says that of the forty-one 
fire-insurance companies engaged in business 
in New Mexico, it is stated that fully one- 
half will retire because of the new legislative 
act requiring a deposit of $10,000 in cash or 
its equivalent with the Territorial Treasurer. 
The Pacific Coast companies as a rule will 
remain. 

During the discussion of the naval esti- 
mates in the Chamber of Deputies at Paris, 
M. J. Dkerjou, reporter of the committee, 
replying to the criticisms of the navy, con- 
tended that the French ships were quite 
eaual to those of foreign navies. The com- 
mittee proposes that an ironclad, three cruis- 
ers and eleven torpedo boats be begun this 
year. » 

A Valparaiso cablegram says Sefior Jca- 
quin Godoi, newly appointed Minister from 
Chile to Bolivia, will leave here Saturday 
for Sucre. There is reason to believe that 
Sefior Godoi bears with him a cOmmunica- 
ticn from this government to that of Bo- 
livia, informing Bolivia that the Chilean 
Congress has killed the protocols with that 
country. With the exception of two or thrée 
radical papers, the war talk has subsided. 

Secretary of the Navy Long and Com- 
modore O'Neil, Chief of the Bureau of Ord- 
nace, were before the Senate Committee on 
Naval Affairs at the invitation of the com- 
mittee to give their advice as to the de- 
sirability “of securing armor-plate, made ac- 
cording to the new European process. They 
both advised against the adoption of any new 
nprecess until some of the new foreign pro- 
cesses should be more thoroughly developed. 

A Bombay cablegram says that quarantine 
barriers are being established in all the towns 
against the Bombay exodus. Lord Sandhurst, 
the Governor, fearing that the plague will in- 
crease rapidly in a few weeks, and that 
through the penn'ng-up of the larze popula- 
tion a panic is likely to develop, has issued 
an order inviting those affected to remove 
themselves and their families to a camp.on 
the islands, across the harbor. 

The Pittsburgh Leader says an enormous 
painting has been purchased in the city of 
Paris at a reputed cost of $100,000, and will be 
presented to the art gallery of the Carneg'e 
Library in Pittsburgh as a gift from H. C. 
Frick, the millionaire stecl manufacturer and 
partuer of Andrew Carnegie. {nformation to 
this effect reached the city yesterday. The 
painting is entitled “Blessing the Bread.’’ 
The canvas measures twenty-two feet in length 
and is sixteen feet high. 

The quartermaster-general of the army, 
George H. Weeks, will retire from active sery- 
ice today, and will be succeeded by Col. Mar- 
shall I. Ludington, the senior officer of the 
quartermaster’s department. The new quar- 
termaster-general, Col. Ludington, was ap- 
pointed to the army from Pennsyivania, and 
is not a West Point graduate, having entered 
the regular establishment after gallant service 
in the volunteer army during the war. 

It is said at the Navy Department that the 
Montgomery, after leaving Santiago, will stop 
at some other ports on the coast of Cuba and 
then proceed southward to the coast of South 
America, perhaps extending the cruise as far 
south as Rio, where she may join the South 
Atlantic squadron. Other cruisers and gun- 
boats will probably follow the course of the 
Montgomery generally from time to time, so 
that the United States flag will be seen oftener 
in the future in the waters south of ths United 
States than it has been for many years,

GRAND JURY REPORT 


BANDITTI OF THE SCHOOL: 
BOARD GET A ROASTING. 


They Escaped Indictment Only Be- 
enuse the Law is Inadequate to 
Deal With Such Cases, 


NO DOUBT OF THEIR GUILT.

COUNTY OFFICERS LET OFF WITH 
MILD CRITICISM.

Country Justices Censured for Care- 
lessness — Investigation of the 
Death of Alice Winters 
Recommended, 


The grand jury, which has been in 
session since November 1, has com- 
pleted its labors, and submitted its re- 
port yesterday. Judge Smith dismissed 
the jury, and in doing 20, took occasion 
to congratulate the members upon the 
promptness with which they have done 
their work. 

The report shows that the county 
offices in general are in good condition. 
The members of the school board who 
took part in carrying out the plan to 
are 
scored. A copy of the document is 
given below in full: 

To the Hon. B. N. Smith, Judge of 
the Superior Court, Los Angeles county, 
Cal.: In obedience to your instructions, 
we have made an examination of the 
bocks and inquired into the condition 
of affairs of our various county officials. 
We have also made an investigation 
of our prisons and other ‘public institu- 
tions, and we present you herewith the 
result of such inquiries. 

The examination comprises the offices 
of the following: Clerk, including the 
law department, marriage licenses, in- 
corporations, trust funds and criminal 
exhibit department; Treasurer-Auditor, 
including redemption department; As-| 
sessor, Tax Collector, including the li- 
cense department; Recorder, Board of 
Supervisors, Sheriff, Horticultural Com- 
missioners, Law Library, Superintend- 
ent of Schools, Coroner, and Public 
Administrator. 

The examination was systematic and 
thorough, as otherwise it would be of 
but little value. 

We have found no instances of willful 
wrongdoing, and, considering the im- 
mense number of transactions but few 
errors, all of which have been cor- 
rected. 

On the other hand, we find generally 
good systems of book-keeping, together 
with proper checks and safeguards that 
reduce to the minimum the chances of 
losses, either by mistake or the wrong- 
doing of any individual. 

In the office of the Coroner twe find 
that quite a number of transcripts, re- 
quired by law to be filed with the 
County Clerk, have not been filed. 

In the accounts of the Horticultural 
Commissioners we find a few minor 
errors of small consequence. In this 
connection, we would say that we con- 
sider that this board is doing some good 
work in the fumigation of orchards, but 
we would suggest that a small portion 
of the money a@llowed to thi®department 
could be profitably expended in a search 
for beneficial parasites. 

The books and accounts of Public 
Administrator Kelsey are in good con- 
dition and properly kept. It seems to 
be the custom, however, that where 
there is:no money in one estate to 
transfer money from other estates to 
pay costs and expenses, which seems 
to us to be of doubtful propriety. 

We find that there were in the 
County Jail on January 8, 1898, 133 pris- 
oners. The building and premises hav- 
ing been examined in detail the same 
is found to be overcrowded. We would 
therefore recommend that the Broad- 
way front, extending back to the main 
jail building be excavated to level with 
the street, for use of engine, boilers, 
fuel, etc; that the main jail building 
be extended through to Broadway ata 
uniform height with present building, 
and provided with cells and all such 
other apartments as may be necessary 
to complete a modern prison. Finding 
that the water supply is insufficient, 
we recommend that the supply pipe be 
enlarged or tank placed on the «oof. 
We further find that the escape pipe 
for the steam from the cookroom is too 
short, and would recommend that it be 
extended to the top of the building to 
prevent steam from returning into the 
apartments. Further recommend that 
a suitable duct be provided at the rear 
end of the jail for disnosinge of eswill 
and slops. Also recommend that there 
be provision made for drying clothes, 
and would suggest that the space on 
the south side of the buiding be made 
secure and utilized for that purpose. 

We find that in the women’s depart- 
ment the plumbing is defective, there 
being no washbow!] in any of the rooms 
or hall. This should be corrected at 
once. 

Further recommend that there be an 
iron bridge connecting tthe jail and 
Courthouse, to prevent the possibility 
of prisoners escaping while being 
transferred from jail to the courtroom, 
We find that the prisoners in the 
County Jail are fed by the Sheriff, un- 
der provisions of section 215, pave 573, 
County Government Act of 1897: that 
Board of Sunrervisors allows 
Sheriff fifteen (15) cents per 

for said beard. The dis- 
crepancy between this and the 
cost of feeding the prison- 
ers, which is less than three and three- 
quarters (3%) cents per meal, including 
fuel for comking, is so great. that we 
feel justified in calling the attention of 
the Board of Supervisors to this state 
of facts. We find the City Jail large 
and commodious. We would ecall ‘the 
attention of the City Council to the lo- 
cation of the storage-room for fuel. 
It is too far from the heating furnace: 
the two should be edjoining. Also the 
reom for reporters: it is too small and 
the 
building from where it is now located. 
“ The County Hospital was visited at 
an carly hour on November 20 last, 
and after a careful inspection of each 
and every ward, they were found to be 
in a remarkably neat and clean condi- 
tion. After repeated inquiry among 
the patients of the several wards, we 
were unable to find a single patient 
with a complaint of any nature—a re- 
markable state of affairs, we think, as 
compare? with that of the former 
régime and one for which great credit 
is due the superintendent and his very 
efficient corps of nurses. 

To these young women (composing 
the training class of nurses,) great 
praise is due, as it is to their cheerful 
performance of every onerous duty im- 
posed upon them in this their chosen 
field of labor, that has, in a.large meas- 
ure, brought about this highly-satisfac- 
tory state of affairs. 

We found the hospital well equipped 
with the conveniences necessary for 
the successful performance of surgical 
operations of whatever nature. We 
made a careful examination of the food 
provided for the inmates, and  pro- 
nounce it good and wholesome. We 
would suggest that the lighting might 
be improved later on, and that the 
buildings could be heated by steam 
with a greater degree of comfort to 
the inmates, and we believe it would 
be an economical measure as*well. We 
have, however, but one recommenda- 
tion to make, viz.: Under the new law 
which went into effect March 31, 1897, 


— 


it became the duty of our Supervisors 
to provide, within the short time of 
Sixty dayo, a suitable ward or deten- 
tion hospital for the confinement of the 
insane, pending their examination. 
such ward or detention hospital to 
meet the approval of the State Sani- 
tary Commission. This law, we under- 
stand, prohibits their confinement in 
our County Jail, where there are very 
fair accommodations for their care, 
and compels their confinement at the 
County Hospital, where there are ab- 
solufely no accommodations for these 
unfortunate peewple, who are in no wise 
criminal, and wheee care is certainly 
one of our first duties. We censure no 
one for this state of affairs, unless it 
be our last Legislature, but we sin- 
cerely hope that our Supervisors. will 
find some way by which they can at 
once provide a suitable and healthy 
place for them during their detention. 

A portion of the grand jury visited 
the County Farm on Friday, January 
7, 1898, and made a thorough examina- 
tion of all departments of the inetitu- 
tion, inspecting throughout the build- 
ings and grounds, and examining fully 
inio the details of the management of 
the farm. We find that the grounds 
consist of 232 acres of land, to which 
has been recently added, by purchase 
by the Board of Supervisors forty (40) 
acres more, making a total of 272 acres. 
The original acreage of the farm is all 
practically under a good state of culti- 
vation, and the forty acres recently 
purchased will likewise be utilized at 
once. The products of the farm are 
various, consisting of oranges, lemons, 
milk, butter, eggs, poultry, hogs, etc., 
the total sales of same for the past year 
amounting to $3769.28. 

The inmates, numbering some one 
hundred and seventy-five pereons, are 
well cared for, and so far as we could 
learn from inquiries among them 
otherwise, there is no.cause of com- 
plaint of the provision made for their 
welfare. 

We have made inquiry into the cir- 
cumstances surrounding the death of 
Alice Winters, whose body was found 
if the water at Santa Monica October 
6, 1897. In her death we fear a2 murder 
was committed, and we would suggest 
that if a reward were offered it might 
lead to the appreheneion of the mur- 
derer, if sucr. there be. 

We have mae an exhaustive exam- 
ination of the accounts of all the jus- 
tices of the peace in the county. As 
1 result of this examination we”find 
en unsatisfactory condition of affairs 
existing in regard to the fimancial set- 
thinents of the justices with the 
county. 

Several of the justices have failed to 
make monthly reports to the Board 
of Supervisors, or file menthly de- 
inands, as required by law. In a num- 
ber of instances fees have been dupli- 
cated, and thus the county has paid 
twice for the same service. We find 
ine gcod many cases that justices have 
supended the issuance of commit- 
ments where jail sentences have bcen 
impose, thereby rendering the sen- 
tence of no effect. In these cases the 
justice’s work is not completed until 
he has issucd a, commitment. 

Charges have been. made for cases 
that are unfinished and the fee not 
yet earned, and we find the reports 
covering said cases are misleading, in 
misstating the true status of such 
cases. We also find instances wherein 
the justices have failed to pay into 
the county treasury, as required by 
law, certain fines coilected by them. 

These derelictions appear in some in- 
stences as willful; im others the pesult 
of carelessness or inarvertencies, Ty 
amount thus found due the county from 
justices of the peace aggrega@ies the 
sum of $601.25. 

A detailed statement of the amounts 
due from the various justices has beon 


placed in the bands of the District 
Attorney, with instructions to collect 
the same. 


We desire further, to bring to your 
notice, in conection with the matter 
of overcharges made by the justices, 
that it is obviously impossible for the 
District Attorney’s office, in passing 
upon the demiands made by said jus- 
tices, to be cognizant of many irregu- 
larities in the demands presemted, for 
the reason that the reportS accompany- 
ing such demands are in many in- 
stances incorrect and grossly mislead- 
ing. An actual inspection by our ex- 
perts of the dockets themselves, and 
by a tabulation of the various demands 
and rceports for the period covered by 
the examinaticn, enabled them to as- 
certain just wherein the overcharges 
occurred. 

Among the constables we find it not 
an uncommon practice to arrest va- 
grants, who seem to be trying to get 
out of the county, have them tried and 
sentenced to a term in the County Jail 
for the express purpose of obtaining 
the fee allowed by the county. As show- 
ing the extent to which this practice is 
carried out, we find that during the 
year no less than 894 vagrancy cases 
have been paid for by the county, to 
justices, and the constables have re- 
ceived their fees for making the arrests, 
and in each committal their mileage 
for taking prisoners to the County Jail. 
We critcise most severely this practice 
of these officers in their over zeal to do 
their full duty. The most flagrant cases 
of this kind occur in the townships 
bordering on adjacent counties. 

We have made an examination of the 
physical condition of the State School 
at Whittier. 

While we question the plan on which 
such an institution is founded, namely, 
the mixing of the criminal class with 
those simply incorrigible, we have no 
criticism to make as to its condition 
further than that we consider ‘it a very 
expensive experiment. 

We have the following to report in 
reference to the public road recently 
constructed by the county, commencing 
at San Pedro and running in a north- 
erly direction around the head of the 
bay. We believe the work has been 
done at @ reasonable price, but the soil 
being of a ‘heavy clay or adobe nature 
we find the road to be already in poor 
condition, a slight rain rendering it 
unfit for travel. We would recommend 
that a coat of gravel, which we under- 
stand can be obtained within a reason- 
able distance, be placed upon said road, 
and would also recommend that addi- 
tional rip-rapping be placed on said 
road at tidewater line at all places 
whert necessary to prevent undermin- 
ing and washing away of the road by 
action of the water at high tide. 

We have consumed much time, and 
examined many witnesses looking into 
the abuses lying in and around the 
Board of Education and our public 
schools, It early developed that ré>re 
was a systematic plan of blackmati:...¢ 
teachers and janitors, and, under 
threats of a loss of their position, con- 
siderable sums of money were  ob- 
tained. So serious was the condition 
that we have done our utmost to bring 


or 


the guilty parties to justice. We have 
found, however, our way blocked in 
almost every direction by the law, 


which appears to be peculiarly adapted 
to shield wrong-doers in this depart- 
ment. The acceptance of a bribe by 
a public Official is usually a felony, but 
we Were eaivised of a recent amend- 
ment of the law ckempting members 
of the Board of Education, anti placing 
offenses of the above nature by such 
officials in the category of misdemean- 
ors, thus removing them from the juris- 
diction of the grand jury. The punish- 
ment for a misdemeanor is so slight 
that a corrupt school director would 
have no hesitancy in extorting money 
from teachers or employés under his 
charge, especially when the salaries are 
made so attractive that teachers and 
employés can be found who are willing 
to pay for such positions. Also by rea- 
son of the above-mentioned amendmen: 
several persons who made willful. §>- 
liberate and afterward self-confessed 
misstatements of facts in relation § to 
these offenses, Were relieved from a 
charge of perjury. 

In the first case of this kind we found 
an indictment, but it was not presented 
because we were advised that by rea- 
son of our having no right to conduct 
the investigation the evidence given 


and } 


was not material, and therefore the in- 
dictment would fail. 

We also started an inquiry into the 
purchase of supplies by the Board of 
Education, but this was stopped by our 
being advised that while the law evi- 
dently contemplates that purchases 
Shall be made from the lowest bidder, 
no penalty attaches in case they are 
not so made, and should the Board of 
Education purchase lead pencils at a 
dollar each, the public has no redrees 
unless it can be shown t= a portion 
of the money went into some official's 
pocket. 

We most earnestly recommend that 
the laws be so amended that these 
evils and dangers be removed as far 
as possible from our public schools. 

The importance which the community 
attaches to the education of our chil- 
dren may be measured by the amount 
of money whic’: we expend in that di- 
rection, almost one-half of the entire 
expenditures of the county being for 
the support of the public schools. 

The qualifications required of the 
teachers are high and the salaries lib- 
eral. But a few short years are al- 
lowed a child to equip himself for his 


battle in life, and he is entitled to 
every facility for so doing. If he is 
put in charge of an _ incompetent 


teacher he is handicapped in the be- 
ginning, and there is no parent who 
would not infinitely prefer that moncy 
should be abstracted from his pocket 
rather than that his child should be 
filched of his opportunities to make his 
way in the world. 

What, then, shall we say of a man 
who, under the guise of patriotic and 
gratuitous service to the community, In 
a department that is closest to us all, 
barters the futures of our children for 
a few paltry dollars or some trifling 
advantage to himself? 

We utterly reject the theory that a 
necessity exists for a combination [as 
originally written, “Solid Six” appeared 
in place of ‘“combination] in our 
Board of Education; no such com ine 
is contemplated by law, neither is it 
necessary for the proper conduct of the 
public business. It deprives useful 
members of the board of a voice in its 
affairs, and begets grave suspicions in 
the pvblic mind as to the motives 
which hold the majority in continued 

ompact. 
i we have to record the death of Mr. 
George Irvine, a valuable member of 
our body, who died on the Igt day of 
December, 1897.

Little Ah Oy never came back, and 
the only reason that her mother has 
for believing that Lin Gap stole the 
girl is that he was around the house, 
was seen on the street mear the house 
about 10 o’clock, and cannot now be 
found. 

The police referred Ah Jumg to the 
District Attorney to get a warrant, 
explaining to her what it would be 
necessary to do in order to set the 
police force in motion. Ah Jung was 
not satisfied. She wanted to telegraph, 
just where she didn’t know, that was 
what she had eccme to the police for. 
She was told tha! she could telegraph 
if she desired to do so9, but the police 
department would not do so until she 
had procured a warrant. Ah Jung 
thought it funny that the _ police 
wouldn't find her runaway daughter, 
although she admitted that she had 
no idea which way the girl had gome, 
if she had left the city at all.

CATHOLIC RESTRAINT. 


MARRIAGE WITH PROTESTANT 
BESET WITH DIFFICULTIES. 


The Papal Ablegate Petitioned to 
Issuc a Pronuaciamento on the 


Subject—Archhbishop Kain Takes 
Arbitrary Steps. 


[ASSOCIATED PREss DAY REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Feb. 2.—Catholic hy- 
men of the United States are about to 
present Mgr. Martinelli a_ petition 
urging him to issue a pronunciamento 
regulating the marriages of Catholics 
to Protestants, says the Washington 
correspondent of the Journal and Ad- 
vertiser. 

The preliminary papers of this peti- 
tion have already arrived in this city 
and are in the hands of a committee, 
before being placed in the hands of the 
delegate, 

The petitioners desire that Mer. Mar- 
tinelli make universal rules regarding 
the conditions on which the Catholic 
church will permit one of its members 
to marry a non-Catholic, and also the 
nature of the ceremonies with which 
such a marriage may Le attended. The 
Catholic laity has iong contemplated 
this step, but the present action has 
been hastened by Archbishop Kain of 
St. Louis. He recently arived from 
Rome, bringing with him what he says 
iS a papal brief regulating the laws of 
matrimony in the Metropolitan See of 
St. Louis. Mgr. Kain was last fall 
curnmoned to appear before the propa- 
ganda and explained the dissatisfaction 
among his people concerning his ruling 
what are called in church 
parlance “mis-marriages.”’ He issued a 
mandate making Catbolic alliance with 
Protestants so difficult as to be almost 
impossible. They had to he celebrated 
in the pastorate of the parieh church 
and must not be accompanied by an 
elaborate display. The officiating cler- 
Zyman was always forbidden to attend 
any reception following such ceremo- 
nies, The people of St. Louis rebelled 
against the restrictions and appealed 
to the apostolic delegate. 

Archbishop Kain will shortly issue a 
Lenten pastoral, in which he will an- 
nounce the rules henceforth to be ob- 
served under his jurisdiction. If Arch- 
bishop Kain is vested with such author- 
ity, Catholic laymen are anxious that 
every diocese in the United States be 
provided with specific rules.

SAN PEDRO DANGER. 

A private telegram from Hon. 
Stephen M. White, received in Los 
Angeles last evening, states tuat the 
San Pedro Harbor appropriation 18 in 
danger in the House Committee on 
Appropriations, but that the “Senate 
committee will restore the appropria- 
tion if the House strikes it out. Mr. 
White expresses the opinion that it 
is unnecessary for Los Angeles to 
send a delegation to Washington at 
the present juncture, though such ac- 
tion may be requisite later-on. it is 
important, he adds, that personal 
friends of Congressman Cannon, chair- 
man of the House Committee on Ap- 
propriations, and friends of other 
members of the committee, should 
send individual appeals in behalf of 
San Pedro as promptly as possible. 

The wisdom of this recommenda- 
tion and the urgency of the case aré 
apparent. Friends of San Pedro who 
have pérsonal friends or acquaint- 
ances in the House committee should 
at once communicate with them by 
telegraph, arging them, in the strong- 
est possible terms, to use their influ- 
ence and their votes in favon of the 
preliminary appropriation for begin- 
ning work upon the San Pedro 
breakwater, in pursuance of the law 
enacted by Congress, which is still in 
danger of nullification, through ihe 
scheming of inveterate foes, and the 
willingness of a misfit Cabinet ofticer 
to~- act as the subs@rvient tool of the 
plotters. Every person in Southern 
California who has a friend sor an 
acquaintance in the House Commit- 
tee on Appropriations should act upon 
the above suggestion at once, by wir- 
ing a vigorous protest against the 
wrong which would be inflicted upon 
Southern California by the failure ot 
‘the necessary appropriation and the 
consequent invalidation of the «on- 
tracts for the building of the San Pe- 
dro breakwater.

GERMANY AND OUR FRUITS. 

The Prussian Minister of Finance 
has issued a decree, which goes into 
effect immediately, prohibiting the im- 
portation of all kinds of fresh fruit 
from the United States. This action 
was taken, it seems, without. previous 
notice to the United States embassy, 
and as a result, large consignments of 
American fruit, en route, are debarred 
from entering German ports, which 
will entail heavy losses upon the con- 
signers. The precipitateness of this 
action, aside from the action itself, 
can scarcely be construed in any other 
light than as a discourtesy to the 
United States, though it may not have 
been intended specifically as such. 

The reason assigned for this sweep- 
ing and indiscriminate exclusion of 
American fruits from Germany is the 
claim that “California and other ver- 
min threaten German trees and fruit.’’ 
This is a mere pretext. It has no 
foundation in fact, any more than 
had the claim that American pork was 
infested with trichinae, upon which 
claim it was for a long time excluded 
from Germany. American beef was 
also placed under the ban upon tne 
senseless claim that it was infected 
with the germs of pleuro-pneumonia. 

The real motive of the order ex- 
cluding Americaw fruits from entry 
to German ports is a desire on the 
part of Germany to retaliate against 
the United States because of the dif- 
ferential duty levied by the Dimglicy 
tariff against sugar and other prod- 
ucts imported from countries paying 
export bounties on such products, 
The pretense that such exclusion is 
necessary for sanitary reasons is 
flimsy and untenable. It has been 
brought about by pressure upon the 
German government from the Agra- 
rian party, which advocates the exclu- 
sion of all American agricultural 
products, partly as a matter of pro- 
tection to German = agriculture, and 
partly as a means of retaliation for 
the provisions of the Dingley law, 
above referred to. | 

If Germany can stand this sort of 
thing the United States can stand it. 
It is a poor rule which will not work 
both ways. The American market is 
worth infinitely more to Germany 
than the German market is worth to 
Americans. The existing law clothes 
the President with considerable dis- 
cretionary power désigned to meet, by 
retaliation in kind, such action as 
that taken by the German  govern- 
ment. The latter government will 
find the game a losing one, if it ees 
fit to pursue the policy of retaliation 
to its ultimate results. hs 


A WISE DECISION. 

A Boston court has recently made a 
decision in a labor union case which 
is of vital concern, and which estab- 
lishes a precedent that has been 
wanted, in order that one class of 
the world’s workers shall not be un- 
duly favored, at the expense of an- 
other and much larger class, who are 
equally entitled to a chance to earn 
a living. 

The Chicago News thus learly 
states the case and the court’s deci- 
sion: 


“Trade unions and the courts fre- 
quently clash,andacase has been de- 
cided in Boston that will limit the 
power of city councils to order, by 
ordinances, that in city contracts 
preferences shall be given to con- 
tractors who employ union labor. 

“The case is not unlike very many 
that have come up in Chicago and 
other cities, but so far as we can 
learn this is the first instance in 
which the courts have been called 
upon to decide the legal rights not 
only of contractors but of the work- 
men themselves. In Boston the Com- 
mon Council had given contractors -to 
understand that in all city work pref- 
erance must be given to uniom labor. 
In this case the contractors, employ- 
ing non-union labor, were_ building ja 
bath-house on Dover street, and the 
Mayor, because of the employment 
of such labor, suspended the contract 
and refused to permit the contractors 
to proceed with the work. The 
contractors brought a. bill in 
equity against the Mayor and asked 
for an injunction restraining him 
from interference with ‘the work, The 
Mayor had placed policemen at the 
unfinished building to prevent the 
contractors from proceeding under the 
contract. 

“The judge before whom the case 
was brought granted the injunction 
restraining the Mayor from interfer- 
ing with the work. In speaking of 
the discrimination against non-union 
labor, in his opinion, the judge said 
that it ‘is not in accord with our 
ideas of equal rights, and is hostile 
to that portion of the Constitution of 
the UnitedStates that declares gov- 
ernment to be instituted for the com- 
mon good{@nd no for the profit, honor 
or private fnterest of any one man or 
class of men.’ Apparently the judge 
is of the opinion that non-union men, 


paying taxes for the support of the 


government and entitled to its full 
protection equally with all other citi- 
zens, ought not to be discriminated 
against by city councils in the priv- 
ilege of earning their living and sup- 
porting their families. The ques-- 
tion, while not a new one, has not 
before been so broadly asserted as 
was done by Judge Richardson in 
this case against Mayor Quincy of 
Boston.” 


FIGURES WHICH LIE. 

In the San Francisco Examiner ot 
Tuesday morning, appeared what pur- 
ports to be a dispatch from Washitg- 
ton, dated January 31, which was not 
an Associated Press telegram, ani 
was not even designated as a special, 
pretending to give a statement of the 
receipts of customs in Southern Cali- 
fornia. The headlines were: “What 
it Costs to Collect Coast Customs. 
The Government Lays Out More Money 
in Southern California Than it Re- 
ceives.”’ 

This astonishing dispatch reads as 
follows: 

“Secretary Gage today transmittea 
to Congress the report of the receipts 
and disbursements of the Collectors 
of Customs for the fiscal year ending 
June 30 last! No statement of re- 
ceipts at San Francisco is given, the 
only items being the salaries of Col- 
lectors Wise and Jackson, who drew 
$6423.10 and $576.90, respectively. ‘lhe 
receipts of Collector Fisher at San 


Diego were: Salary, $2500; fees, 
$908.37; commissions, $500; total, 
$3908.37:. limit of compensation ail- 


lowed, $3000; deposited in treasurey, 
$908.37. At Humboldt, Collector 
Murphy's receipts amounted to 
$2815.56, all of which went to him. 
Collector Gaffey’s collections at Los 
Angeles amounted to $3780.02; salary, 
$2500; total, $3280.02. Of this he de- 
ducted $3000, allowed as compensation 
and deposited $280.02 in the treasury. 
The - statement shows that W. D. 
English drew $5000 salary as Surveyor 
of the Port of San Francisco.” - 

The statements are astounding in 
their utter falsity. The annual report 
of the Secretary of the Treasury for 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1897, 
contains these figures:

Balance $65,486.05

The receipts of the Los angeles 
customhouse for the six months next 
following, were $57,256.87; disburse- 
ments, $9448.98; balance, $47,807.89. 
These figures show a healthy growth, 
and there is every reason to expect 
further improvement in the next six 
months. 

How anybody could pretend to ex- 
tract from Secretary Gage’s report the 
preposterous statement that the re- 
ceipts at the port of Los Angeles 
were only $3780 in a year, is a mys- 
tery. Why the Examiner’. should 
‘print such an obvious ~ falsehood. 
when it must have had a copy of the 
report and could have compared the 
figures, is another mystery. Either 
some wild, weird, wonderful fool has 
been turned loose as a correspondent, 
or some of Uncle’s men have been 
monkeying with the wires. 


| MORE GALL IDIOCY. 

Listen to this:from the San Fran- 
cisco Gall, in commenting upon a 
ruction that is on in the school board 
of its own city: 

“In the Los Angeles case a victory 
was one for justice and honesty in 
the school board by the earnestness 
with which the Call sought not only 
the truth, but the whole truth. In 
that instance .not only were the in- 
nocent acquitted, but the guilty were 
morally convicted.” 

Barring the few exceptions that fol- 
low, the Gall is correct. It did not 
win a victory for justice or honesty 
or any victory at all. Its protegé, Mr. 
Webb. was whitewashed by his pals. 
The Gall did not seek the truth, be- 
cause it did not tell it once during 
its entire exploitation of the crooked 
side of the Los Angeles school-board 
scandaJ. The innocent were not ac- 
quitted and there were none of the 
guilty convicted, so far as the, Gall 
was concerned; on the contrary, quite 
the reverse. About the only thing 
Mr. Spreckel’s yellow and contempti- 
ble sheet-that vomited lies with re- 
spect to the school affairs of Los An- 
geles did, was to make forty-six dif- 
ferent kinds of a blithering idiot of it- 
self. 


There is pathos in the story of the 
death of Stephen C, Foster, the first 
Mayor of Los Angeles, who died the 
other day in the County Hospital prac- 
tically of starvation, for it must be 
agreed that even the most frugal citi- 
zen cannot subsist on $2 a week, even 
though his tastes be of the most 
modest sort. This is another exem- 
plification of the fact that ‘one half 
of the world does not know how the 
other half lives,” and, alas! too often 
it doesn’t care a baubee. No doubt 
there are hundreds of citizens, how- 
ever, who would have deemed it a 
pleasure to tide the pioneer Mayor of 
this beautiful city over the rough 
place in life that he reached at the 
finale of his career, but they did hot 
know, and so the poor old fellow 
slipped into the hereafter hungry, des- 
olate and alone. It is a touching 
story that printed yester- 
day, and many of those who read it, 
we do not doubt, felt keen sorrow that 
they had not known how hard hit 
had been this old man who saw Los 
Angeles grow from babyhood to its 
present lusty size and strength. But, 
so runs the world away. 


There should be no repeal of any 
portion of the existing hitching ordi- 
nance, but it ought to be enforced 
without fear or favor and permitted 
to stand.

PARIS, Feb. 2.—[By Atlantic Cable.] 
When the hearing of the libel suit 
brought by Joseph Reinnach against 
Henri Rochefort, who charged Reinach 
with intending to prove Alfred Dreyfus 
innocent by meams of forged docu- 
ments, was resumed today, the court 
was thronged. At the termination of 
the speech for the defense, the crowd 
broke out into cheers and cried: ““‘Down 
with the Jews!”’ . 

The judge thereupon suspended the 
hearing. When the hearing’ was re- 
sumed later, there was great excite- 
ment in the vicinity.

Barthlieman Found Guilty. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 2.—The Su- 
perior Court of Los Angeles found John 
Bartleman guilty of the murder of his 
former wife, and he was sentenced to 
be hanged. He appealed upon the 
claim of erroneous instructions, but the 
Supreme Court found no error, and to- 
day affirmed the judgment. 

Bartleman’s wife had secured a di- 
vorce from him, and a demand was 
made by him for the child. Upon her 
refusal to deliver the child, he shot 
and killed her. 


Mexican Telegraph Monopoly. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 2.—The Mexican 
government has published an “rder to 
the Mexican National Railroad Com- 
pany and the Mexican Central Railroad 
Company, notifying them that they 
must discontinue handling commercial 
and other telegraph messages between 
the United States and Mexico. The ef- 
fect of the order, if carefully carried 
out, means that the telegraph service 
in Mexico must be carried over the 
Federal lines.

California fruit is concerned, the Ger- 
man decree prohibiting the importa- 
tion of American fruit is a mere pre- 
text, 

“Calitornia fruits,” he said, “are sin- 
gularly free from vermin or disease of 
any kind. So jealous are our people in 
their desire to keep our fruits free 
trom disease that a delegation from the 
State is now advocating the passage ot 
a bill, which was introduced in the 
House by” Mr. Castle some time ago 
providing for an inspection of all fruits, 
plants, cuttings, shrubs, etc., imported 
into this country. I look upon the 
ground given for Dr. Miguel’s aecree as 
a mere subterfuge. No doubt exists in 
my mind that it is purely a retaliatory 
meesure.”’ 

“The reason advanced by the German 
Foreign Office,” said Kepresentative 
Hilborn of California, “is the thinnest 
kind of a pretext. Nowhere in the 
world is fruit so free from disease as 
in California, and nowhere is there 
more care taken to keep it free from 
disease of all kinds. We do not even 
allow fruit to come into the State from 
other States without inspection.” 

Other members of the California dele- 
gation expressed similar views. 

Chairman Dingley looked over the 
Berlin cable and said: “This is evi- 
dently @ device to prohibit the impor- 
tation of Americans fruit on alleged 
sanitary grounds, in line with the simli- 
lar prohibition of American pork. The 
importation seems to be prohibited on 
Sanitary grounds in order to evade 
the provisions of commercial treaties 
with Germany, which give to imports 
from the United States equal privieges 
with imports from other countries. 
There is not the slightest ground for 
the allegation that California fruits 
are affected as charged; indeed, the 
evidence is conclusive that they are 
especially free from parasites. ‘The 
United States would have much more 
ground for prohibiting the importation 
of German wines on alleged sanitary 
grounds than Germany has to prohibit 
the importation of American fruit or 
American pork on such grounds. We 
have no objection to Germany's put- 
ting whatever duty it sees fit on im- 
ports of any kind. That is her own 
business. But when that government 
undertakes to prohibit the importation 
of American products on_ sanitary 
grounds that do not exist in “act, it 
violates the spirit of our commercial 
treaties with that country. The ?Presi- 
dent, under the act of 1890, has author- 
ph to meet just such discrimination as 

s. 

Representative Tawney, another 
member of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, indorsed Chairman Dingley’s 
view, and said that if Germany began 
such a course, it was a game in which 
two could play. It was said, also, that 
the result would work serious results 
to German wines, German hosiery, 
German shoddy and many other lines 
of German goods brought in great 
quantities to this country. 

Representative Dinsmore of Arkan- 
sas, the leading minority member of 
the House Foreign Affairs Committee, 
said he considered the decree of the 
Prussian government a plain case of 
retaliation, based, as was the decree 
against the importation of Amertcan 
pork, on a pretext of sanitary grounds. 

Some of the Representatives from 
the Pacific say there might be a slight 
jugMfication for the Prussian claims, 
So far as the fruits of Oregon and 
Washington are concerned, if it was 
directed solely against apples. The 
codlin moth is said to be very preva- 
lent in both States. 

Senator Mills of Texas expressed the 
opinion that Germany’s action was the 
logical sequence of our high-tariff sys- 
tem. 

Senator Bacon of ;Georgia also 
thought the prohibition one of the re- 
sultS of our tariff system. 

Senator Elkins said: ‘We may just 
as well have it out with Germany now 
as at any other time. There is no de- 
nying that we are in a commercial war, 
and we should fight it out on the lines 
they have laid down. I should go back 
at them on their own terms. I should 
prohibit the importation of their 
sugar.”’ 

Senator Hawley pronounced the news 
very surprising and disagreeable, but 
he was opposed to harsh measures on 
the part of this country. ‘“‘We could re- 
taliate by prohibiting the importation 
of German cutlery,” he said. 

Senator Hansbrough also opposed re- 
taliation, saying Germany would think 
better of its course hereafter. 

Senator McBride of Oregon says he 
is confident that the discrimination of 
Germany is not occasioned by the con- 
dition of Oregon fruit, for tt has al- 
ways held a high place. He says that 
methods of retaliation can easily be 
found, if desired by the United States. 

Representative Maguire of Califor- 
nja late in the afternoon introduced in 
the House a resolution calling upon the 
State Department for all information 
or correspondence between'this govern- 
ment and Prussia relative to the decree 
forbidding the importation of Ameri- 
can fruit, as follows: 

‘Whereas, it is reported that the 
Prussian government has peremptorily 
prohibited the importa¥ion of all kinds 
of American fresh fruits; and, whereas, 
it is vitally important to the fruit- 
growing industry of the United States 
that the cause of this embargo be as- 
certained, and, if possible, speedily re- 
removed; therefore, be it 

“Resolved, that the Secretary of 
State be and is hereby requested, if 
consistent with the public interests, to 
furnish ‘the House of Representatives 
all correspondence between ‘tthe govern- 
ment of the United States and the gov- 
ernment of Prussia on the subject of 
the exclusion of American fresh fruits 
from the ports and from the territory 
of Prussia.” 

Mr. Maguire says: “The Prussian 
edict excluding American fresh fruits 
is undoubtedy a measure of commercigl 
retaliation. There is no foundation for 
it in the condition of California or other 
American fruits. Our tariff legislation 
has been distinctively and purposely 
hostile to German interests in our com- 
merce with that country. They natur- 
ally feel that it is just to meet our em- 
bargo on their trade by similar em- 
barrassment of our produtiers in trad- 
ing with the people of Prussia. 


A GROUNDLBESS CHARGE. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—The officials 
of the Agricultural Department, though 
having received no information on the 
subject, are disposed to believe the ex- 
planation from Berlin that importa- 
tions of fresh fruit will be nrohibited 
because of danger from vermin is not 
@ sincere one, but that Germany, hav- 
ing in mind the recent legislation of 
the American government imposing a 
duty on bounty-paid sugar, has taken 
this action as a sort of retaliation. 

G. B. Brackett. chief of the pomolog!i- 
cal division of the department, in dis- 
cussing the dispatch, said: “It is sur- 
prising that any charge should be made 
that California fruit is infested with 
pests. The fruit from that State js the 
freest from vermin of any in the whole 
world. She has stringent laws egainst 
the introduction of insect pests and dis- 
eases and has a corps of inspectors 
who examine all nursery stock before it 
is permitted to be imported. There is 
little or no ground for the assertion that 
American fruit shipped abroad is un- 
sanitary. 

“The pests from which American ap- 
ples suffer are larvae of ‘he codlin 
moth, which is believed to pass into a 
worm, and also anple maggots. The 
possibility of any harm from. these 
pests in apples shipped abroad is, how- 
ever, very remote, especially in the case 
of Germany, because very few of our

Our fruit is not -n- 
spected before it is exported, though 
the natural assumption is that dealers 
pick out the choicest fruit before send- 
ing it away, in order that the reputa- 
tion may be kept up. 

“Apples are the only fresh fruits that 
are shipped to Europe at this tinie of 
the year. Peaches and oranges have 
been sent mostly as an #xperiment, 
and they go mainly to England. The 
growth of the shipment of apples 
abroad has been enormous in ih? last 
sixteen years. In 1880-81 the shipments 
amounted to 1,328,800 barrels, while in 
1896-97 they aggregated 2,919,510 barrels. 
Of this aggregate 111,090 barrels, valued 
at $213,482, were shipped to Hamburg, 
the remaining number, with the ex* 
ception of approximately 100,000 barrels, | 
going to English ports. Of course it is 
likely that some of the fruit that is 
sent to England reaches Germany indi- 
rectly, though there are no +tatistics on 
hand to tell the amount. On th» basis 
of the above indicated shipments to 
Hamburg, it is evident that the loss to 
America by the prohibition of the im- 
portation, as stated, would not be as 
great as if this prohibition should apply 
to all Europe. The fact of this whole 
matter is that we are the ones who 
should be protected, for nearly all of 
the insects in our fruits have been im- 
ported from foreign countries.” 


THE REAL REASON. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

LONDON, Feb. 2.—The Berlin corre- 
spondents of the morning papers are 
all skeptical as to the alleged reasom 
for the exclusion of American fresh 
fruit, the exclusion being attributed to 
the Agrarian demand for reprisals.

LOS ANGELES, Feb. 2, 1898.—[{Ta 
the Editor of The Times:] Apropos to 
the question of the “city’s poor,” and 
the problem of the “unemployed,” 
whether used as an argument against 
the aggregation of wealth, or as a mis- 
sile to throw at the McKinley adminis- 


tration, allow me to say that this makes 


the third full day that I have had an 
order with Capt. Frazier of the Good 
Samaritan,for a man, and up to date 
he has been unable to fill it. 

I have talked with three men about 
the work, but as soon as each of them 
learned that it was grubbing stumps, 
their faces took on the proportions of 
“erandfather’s clock,’”’” and they had. 
each “bought a yoke of oxen and must 
needs go to prove them—I beg you have 
me excused.” 

I have some fifty stumps to be taken 
out on my place in the Cahuenga Val- 
ley, and I have offered to pay a man’s 
car fare for the round trip and give 
him 50 cents for his work, he to report: 
to me at the end of the first day what 
he would take the balance of the 
stumps out for. 

I told these men that I did not expect 
them to work from daylight until dark 
for this sum, but to go out and work 
five or six hours, then report to me 
about the job, which would be one of 
three or four days’ duration. The re- 
sult is I have no one in sight for the 
job, and I think it is time the people of 
the city turned their charities toward 
the women and children of the city 
who need it, but to feed no more able- 
bodied men. One of the men I talked 
to is a semi-regular “feeder” at Capt.

The San José Mercury says, with an 
approval which finds hearty echo in 
the south: “The Landsmarks Club, 
with a membership of nearly one hun- 
dred, has started on a mission which 
should engage the active interest of 
every resident of California. To res- 
cue and preserve the old missions is 
a work well worthy the support of 
every resident who takes pride in his 
State and who wishes to see wrested 
from oblivion these unique monuments 
which are of such great historic 
value.” 


According to the Ventura Signal 
the year just closed was the most 
prosperous in the history of the beet- 
gugar industry of the United States. 
The product was the largest and the 
net profits were the greatest. During 
1897 the beet-sugar factories in the 
United States sliced 383,000 tons of 
beets. The new factories in course of 
erection and promised, with the en- 
largement of old ones, will be able to 
slice 735,000 tons of beets this year, It 
requires about eight pounds of beets 
to a pound of sugar.

A RED-HOT TUNNEL. 


THE FIRE OUT IN THE HILL AT 
WILLIAMS. .. 


But the Heated Rocks Prevent Any 
Attempt at Repairs—Plenty of 
Coal in Sight—Changes in Petty 
Offices Contemplated, 


The fire is out in the tunnel on the 
Santa Fé line near Williams, but. the 
rocks are red hot and have, so far, 
prevented any work of repair. The 
formation of the mountain through 
which the tunnel runs is peculiar, and 
it is asserted that the rocks and earth 
burned for days after timbers in the 
tunnel were burned away. 

Whether this is true or not, certain 
it is that the various gangs of men, 
working from either end of the tun- 
nel, have time and again been driven 
back by the intense heat. Water by 
the carload has been poured into the 
blazing hole in the hill for days with- 
out making any’ change in the condi- 
tions. Various chemical preparations 
have also been tried, but without ap- 
parent effect. It is now understood 
that the railroad company will give 
the tunnel a chance to cool off before 
attempting to retimber it, and experts 
will give the excavation a careful ex- 
amination before any work is done to 
ascertain the full effect of the fire 
upon the rocks which make up the 
walls. 

All danger of a coal famine in this 
city is at an end, and dealers will 
probably return to old prices during 
the week. Yesterday the Southern 
Pacific discharged one coal ship at its 


Santa Monica wharf, and another ship 


is in waiting, while a third coal ship 
is on the way and due at any hour. 
The situation so far as the coal sup- 
ply is concerned, is far better here 
than in San Francisco. 

The cause of the coal famine is un- 
doubtedly the transforming of many 
of the steam colliers into passenger 
vessels for the Klondike. These ves- 
sels have universally proven failures 
as passenger boats, and the result is 
that other ships, built for passenger 
traffic have been secured and in a few 
weeks the old line of “‘coal boats” will 
be again at work. 

The Arcade Depot is being painted 
overhead, inside and out, and is being 
painted “shrimp pink” at that. 

It is rumored that a general change 


of petty officers, such as foremen of | 


gangs in the machine shops, superin- 
tendents of various supplies, ete, is 
contemplated by the Southern Pacific. 
The changes do not mean dismissals, 
but a transfer of men who, the com- 
pany considers, have got rusty by be- 
ing too long in one position. 


UNION REFORM LEAGUE. 


Rev. Dr. Bliss Talks Upon the Ob- 
jects of the Association. 

In the auditorium of the Y.M.C.A, 
building yesterday afternoon Rev. Ww. 
D. P. Bliss addressed a small audience 
upon the aims and objects of the Un- 
ion Reform League, of which he is 
the missionary to this Coast. 


The constitution of the league seems. 


to be in conflict with the work of mu- 
nicipal reform already started in this 
city by the Better City Government 
League and the League for Purer City 
Government, inasmuch as it says that 
members who do not accept the planks 
of its platform shall have equal rights 
with those who do. In other words, you 
can join the Union Reform League, ac- 
cording to its platform, and believe in 
it or not as you please. 

The section of the platform of the 
trying to form, 
which is referred to, reads as follows: 
“The platform of the league shall not 
be mandatory upon members. It shall 
be considered as educational, rather 
than political, as expressing the lines 
along which the majority of the league 
believe that public attention should at 
present be directed. Members, there- 
fore, who do not accept its planks, shall 
have an equal right in the league with 
those who do, provided that all mem- 
bers must accept the general object of 
the league.”’ 

The general object of the league, ac- 
cording to ite platform, is ‘‘an ultimate 
civilization completely based upon and 
conformed to the spirit of fraternity.” 

Lewis the Light was one of Rev. 
Bliss’s auditors yesterday afternoon, 
and made himself manifest by asking 
numerous questions, some of them per- 
tinent. Lewis wanted to know, for one 
thing, why the churches did not take 
up the work Rev. Bliss was urging, in- 
stead of attempting to make the outside 
public take it up, especially as the 
Union Reform League would not prose- 
cute criminals in office when found. 
Dr. Bliss insisted upon the educational 
features of the movement and urged 
the formation of a committee of 100 in 
this city to carry out its aims. The 
league is to be supported by contribu- 
tions only. 


NOT A VERY SOLID ROCK. 


Jury Disagreed as to a Peanut Ven- 
der’s Guilt. 


Peter Rock is not feeling very solid 
since a jury in Justice Owens’s court 
yesterday refused to acquit him of the 
charge of petty larceny. The jury did 
not find him guity, however, and he 
will have another chance to prove his 
innocence. 

Peter is not the rock of Gibraltar, 
although he is from the Mediterra- 
nean He is just a plain Italian pea- 
nut vender. During the late horse- 
training exhibitions of one Gleason at 
Hazard’s Pavilion, Peter was purvey- 
ing the succulent goobers ‘among the 
audience. One of his customers was 
Mrs. Ida Judd, who bought a package 
of peanuts, in payment of which she 
says she handed him a $5 gold piece 
and received only 20 cents in change. 
She thought she had given him only a 
two-bit piece, but a little later she 
discovered that the 25-cent coin was 
still in her purse, but that the gold 
piece which was the only other money 
she had when she bought the nuts, 
was missing. When she applied to 
Rock for the rest of her change, he 
denied that he had received a gold 
coin. Then she had him arrested on 
the charge of petty larceny and the 
trial came off yesterday afternon. 

Maj. Horace Bell conducted the de- 
fense. The evidence against Rock was 
purely circumstantial, and he had a 
number of witnesses to prove his good 
character.

It 
is understood that they stood seven 
for acquittal to five for convistion.

The Fire Commissioners have re- 
quested the City Council to approvriate 
$300 to defray the cost of stripping a 
fire engine in order that it may be in- 
spected by the Boilér Inspector. Avcord- 
ing to estimates made for the commis- 
sioners, the expense of the inspection 
threatens to be very heavy.

WANT A STEAM WHISTLE 


FIRE COMMISSIONERS PREFER IT 
TO THE FIRE BELL. 


They Propose That the Bell Be 
Moved to the Police Station and 
Used for Curfew—Cost of In- 


specting Fire Engines—Asphalt 
Tests. 


The regular meeting of the Fire Com- 
missioners was held yesterday morning. 
The principal topics considered were 
the proposal that the fire-alarm bell 
shall ring at 9 o’clock every evening as 
a curfew bell and the examination of 
fire engines by the Boiler Inspector. 

In the matter of the curfew bell the 
Building Superintendent reported that 
the vibrations caused by the ringing 
of the fire bell in the City Hall tower 
had caused the disintegration of por- 


dions of the tower. He recommended 
that the bell be removed from the 
tower. 

Chief Moore said that the bell is of 
small value as an alarm, and that a 
whistle would be far more serviceable, 
He called attention to. the confusion 
that might result if the fire bell should 
also be used as a curfew bell. 

In view of these suggestions and ob- 
jections the commissioners decided to 
refer back to the Council the curfew 
proposition with a suggestion that the 
fire bell be removed to the Police Sta- 
tion and that in its place a steam 
whistle be obtained to be used for fire 
alarms. The Chief and the City Elec- 
trician were instructed to prepare a re- 
port upon the probable cost of install- 
ing a steam whistle. 

A new phase was developed in the 
controversy over the inspection of fire 
engines by the Boiler Inspector. Mayor 
Snyder inquired of the Chief whether 
he was prepared to report upon the 
probable expense involved in disman- 
tling the engines and the length of time 
that each must remain out of service. 
The Chief was not prepared to report. 
Commissioner Kuhrts observed that 
some action must be taken at once as 
the Council had directed that the in- 
spections be made. This direction had 
relieved the Fire Commission from all 
responsibility in the matter, both as to 
danger to property that must result 
from taking the engines out of service 
and as to the expense of dismantling 
them. 

Some discussion ensued. The Chief 
said in answer to questions that “the 
expense of dismantling the engines and 
setting them up again would be from 
$300 to $350 for each engine, aside from 
any expenditures for repairs that might 
prove necessary. The commissioners 
therefore adopted a resolution request- 
ing the Council to appropriate $300 to 
cover the cost of dismantling and re- 
storing engine No. 1. . 

As a similar amount will be required 
for each of the eight engines, it is evi- 
dent that the cost of the first examina- 
tion alone, exclusive of repairs or new 
boilers, will be over $2400. The ordi- 
nance requires four examinations each 
year. 

Engine No. 1 has been in service for 
twenty-five years, and while capable, 
with intelligent handling, @f continued 
service, its boiler would undoubtedly 
ibe condemned by the Boiler Inspector. 
A new boiler wculd probably cost from 
$600 to $900 

Three fireman were dropped from the 
rolls by the commission. James T. 
Johnson, fireman of chemical No. 1, 
and C. W. Myrick, hoseman of engine 
No. 8, were dismissed because of inat- 
tention to duty. J. . Sloan, a callman 
of engine No. 4, was also dropped for 
the reason that he has become physi- 
cally unfit for fire duty. 

The commissioners granted the ap- 
plication of L. Schultze for a permit 
to bore for oil in the block bounded by 
Bartlett, Bellevue, Beaudry and Ra- 
The commission re- 
cently decided not to allow oil-boring 
in, any block of which any portion is 
within 350 feet of the Sisters' Hospital. 
The nearest corner of the block in which 
Schultze proposed to bore is Within 325 
feet of the thospital. Nevertheless the 
commissioners decided to make an ex- 
ception to the rule, as 90 per cent. of 
the property-owners in the block had 
requested that Schultze’s ‘application 
be granted.

“For a consideration of $1,875,000 (pay- 
able in municipal gold-bearing bonds) 
we wiil construct for, and deliver to, 
the city of Los Angeles, a water sup- 
ply and distributing system equal in 
every way to that now owned and 
maintained by the present monopoly, 
and will furnish bonds in any reason- 
able amount to faithfuly carry out such 
& contract; the details, specifications, 
terms of payment, etc., to be hereafter 
determined and agreed upon. 

“The figure: quoted is based upon 
what we consider such a plant as this 
city should own, would cost. It is sub- 
ject to revision, however, if you will 
submit to public competition full and 
detailed plans and specifications for an 
entire plant and system.’ 


TAX RECEIPTS. 


Comparison of Collections Made 
This Year and Last. 

An examination of the books of the 
City Tax Collector's office shows that 
the taxpayers are much slower this 
year in paying their taxes than they 
were a year ago. 

The receipts during last month of 
taxes for the current year amountea 


to $7877.02. In January, 1897, the re- 
ceipts amounted to $10,738.78. 
Up to February 1, 1897, the total 


collections of all taxes for the then 
current year including personal prop- 
erty taxes, amounted to $439,327.66. Up 
to February 1, 1898, the collec.ion: 
were $610,143.41. While these figures 
indicate that the collections this yea! 
up to February 1 exceed those madi 
up to February 1, 1897, by $25,815.15 
the gain is only apparent. The tota 
taxes assessed this year excecde 
those of the previous year by abou’ 
$49,000. Last year about 60 per cen’. 
of the total taxes had been coliecte 
on February 1. A similar percentag 
of this year’s total taxes would excecd 
the amoutn that has been collected by 
about $9000. 

It is apparent therefore that the 
taxes are not being paid quite as 
promptly as they were a year ago. 


ASPHALT TESTS. 


Analyses of the Samples Sent Enst 
Have BReen Received. 

The City Clerk has received from 
Prof. Sadeler of Philadelphia the 
analyses of the samples of local as- 
phalt sent east several weeks ago. 
The tests were made for the purpose 
of ascertaining the suitability of the 
local product for use in asphalt pav- 
ing. Prof. Sadeler has@ high reputa- 
tion as an expert chemist, and was 
formerly employed by the Standard 
Oil Company. It was decided that the 
tests should be made by him. 

Two samples of asphalt were sup- 
plied by the Aleatraz Paving Com- 
pany, two by the Oil Burning and 
Supply Company and one by the Pitts- 
burgh Asphalt Paving Company. 
Each sample was sealed up and num- 
bered before being forwarded to Pref. 
Sadeler.

BIRD FOUND GUILTY. - 


HE IS CONVICTED OF FORGERY ON 
HIS SECOND TRIAL. 


Next Monday Fixed by Judge Smith 
as the Time for Sentence—Bird 
is Taken into Custody by Sheriff 
Burr. 


The second trial of R. A. Bird, for 
forgery, sesulted in a conviction yes- 
terday. Next ‘Monday was set by 
Judge Smith aS the date for sentence. 
Bird, who has been out on bail since 
the disagreement of the jury im his 
first trial, was immediately taken into 
custody by the Sheriff. 

The trial, which has been one of un- 
usual interest, lasted for over a week. 
The evidence in the case was finished 
last Monday, amd since then the at- 
torneys have devoted themselves to the 
argument. In the course of his address 
to the jury on Tuesday, Attorney E. 
A. Meserve took occasion to go out of 
his way to make a bitter personal at- 
tack upon Mr. Griffith. Yesterday 
Asst. Dist.-Atty. McComas the 
summing up for the prosecution, amd 
the case went to the jury at i2:20 
o‘clock. 

On the first ballot the vote stood 

eight for conviction against four for 
acquittal. From that time on until a 
verdict was reached each ballot resulted 
in a vote of eleven to cme far convir- 
tion. 
A few minutes before 3 o’clock the 
jury announced that.a decision had 
been reached. As they filed to theff 
seais in the jury box, Bird, who had 
been waiting in the courtroom, took 
a chair at the end of the table near 
them, and faced the jury. He gave no 
other sign of emotion than to let his 
mouth drop open. Mrs. Bird, who has 
been in ccmstant attendance at the 
trial, was not present. 


The foreman of the jury read the 


verdict. Bird looked steadfastly at him 
as he heard himself pronounced guilty. 
Mr. Pendleton asked to have the jury 
polled, which was done. Then he went 
over to console his client, who was 
still sitting alone, and appeared half 
dazed by the verdict. 

The jury that found Bird guilty was 
composed of the following members:

There were three informations against 
John W. Barnes, who went on a spree 
a short time before Christmas, and 
passed a number of fictitious checks 
about town. Frances Melendez and 
Smith McDonald are charged with har- 
boring Charles Filkins, an escaped con- 
vict.

WILL FORD DISCHARGED. 


The Principal Witness Against Him 
“Has Escaped from Custody. 

’ The charge of burglary against Will 
Ford, the seventeen-year-old boy, who 
has been confined in the County Jail 
for several weeks, was dismissed yes- 
terday by Judge Smith,.on motion of 
Asst. Dist.-Atty. Willioms. The youth 
was tried on one charge o% burglary 
several days ago and acquitted by a 
jury. He was immediately rearrested 
and bound over for trial at the prelim- 
inary ex@mination before Justice 
Young. 

The principal witness against Ford 
was Islan Farrar, the baby robber, who 
escaped from the courtroom last ‘Tues- 
day, when he was taken before Judge 
Smith to be committed to Whittier.

WANT THE BLOODY CLOTHES. 


The Attorneys for Cardwell and 
Harris Ask for the Garments. 
The examination of Cardwell and 
Harris for murder was resumed yes- 
terday morning before Justice Young 
long enough for Mrs. Hilton to give her 
account of the killing of her husband. 
A continuance was then taken until 
next Monday, because the defense 
wants to offer in evidence the clothing 
that Hilton wore when he was killed. 
What use they expect to tnake of such 
an exhibit would “be hard to say, but 
at any rate, they insist upon having the 

garments. 

The attorneys for the defendants 
made some very caustic remarks obout 
Asst. Dist.-Atty, Williams yesterday, be- 
cause he had failed to have the cloth- 
ing in court. The lawyers were Wwrang- 
ling over the matter when Mrs. Hilton 
spoke up, and said that she had burned 
the bloodys garments, except the over- 
alls, because she didn’t want to have 
them around the house. The defense 
then said that they wanted these over- 
alls, and objected to proceeding with 
the case until they could offer them in 
evidence. 

Mrs. Hilton retold the story of the} 
killing of her husband, as already pub- 
lished. She said that Hilton left his 
cultivating as soon as he saw Cardwell 
and Harris coming across his land, and 
started for the house at a ranid pace. 
The men whipped up their horses and: 
followed him on a trot. When Hilton 
came out of his house he called to the 
trespassers three times to go back. 
Then, as he stood with one hand at 
his side and holding his gun with the 
other, Cordwell and Harris fired. 
One part of her testimony which will 
have considerable weight in the case 
was that Hilton fell when he was shot 
behind a brush pile three feet high 
and six feet long. This brush pile was 
in a direct line between him and the 
tree for whose shelter Cardwell and 
Harris allege he was making. If it is 
true that he was trying to get behind 
the tree it would seem strange that 
Hilton ‘did not take a direct course to- 
ward it, instead of going slightly out 
of his way toward the brush pile, which 
would have been in his way had he 
gone farther toward the tree. 


WILL GO TO SAN QUENTIN. 


John Woodruff Sentenced to Serve 
Five Years in the Penitentiary. 
Judge Smith passed sentence on John 

Woodruff yesterday, and ordered that 
he be confined in San Quentin Prison 
for five years. Woodruff was convicted 
two weeks ago by a jury on a charge 
of embezzling a team and wagon from 
George Fetterman’s livery stable at 
Long Beach. After his conviction one 
of the witnesses who had testified in 
his behalf at the trial, when he tried 
to establish an alibi, stated that he.- 
knew and had known all the time that 
it was net John Woodruff but his 
brother Sam who had committed the 
embezzlement. A stay of sentence was 
granted from time to time in order to 
give Woocdruff’s friends an opportunity 
to produce Sam. They failed to do se 
and the case was called for sentence 
yesterday afternoon. 

Woodruff’s attorneys, J. N. Phillips 
a number of affidavits from people who 
claimed to have seen John Woodruff in 
this city on the day and at the time 
that the embezzlement occurred. One 
witness stated in his affidavit that Sam 
Woodruff had told him that he and not 
his brother committed the embezzle- 
ment. On this showing a new trial 
was asked for. 

At the trial of the case Woodruff tes- 
tified that he hal sold the team of 
horses for a man named Sam Wilson. 
with whom he was only slightly ac- 
quainted. He said that he received 
$2.50 for the service. In considering the 
affidavits Judge Smith said that if they 
were true, Woodruff had perjured him- 
self when he testified. It looked to 
him as if both the brothers had been 
implicated in the theft of the team. 

Woodruff will be taken north today. 


THE WRIGHTS DISCHARGED. 


Judge Van Dyke Holds That Justice 
Richardson Lacked Jurisdiction. 
Judge Van Dyke rendered a decision 

yesterday in the application of William 
Wright and Mary L. Wright or a writ 
of habeas corpus, releasing each of the 
petitioners from custody. Mr. and 
Mrs. Wright were convicted before Jur- 
tice of the Peace George Huntington 
at Santa Ana charge of keeping a 
whouse of ill-fame. application for 
a change of venue was made on the 
ground that the Justice was biased, 
but was denied. The defendants then 
made application to the Supreme Court 
for a writ of habeas corpus, which was 
issued. 

Judge Van wef bes concluded from the 
showing made before him that Justice 
Huntington was biased at the time of 
the conviction, and thereforg not en- 
titled to have jurisdiction in the case.

Director Groff, chairman of the 
Committee on Law and Legislation, to 
whom was referred a communication 
from the National Civil Service Reform 
League asking the chamber to take 
action with reference to the passage of 
Houce Bill No. 5854, reported against 
the passage of said bill.

Director Groff also reported favoring 
the clause to be inserted in an act ap- 
propriating funds for the. Agricultural 
Department for purchasing rare seeds 
and plants from foreign countries for 
experiment, with reference to intro- 
cucing them into this country.

The matter of inviting the State con- 
ventions to hold their seseions in this 
city this summer was taken up and re- 
ferred to a special committee of which 
Director Newberry is chairman. 

A communication was read from the

TAUAKA PLEADS IGNORANCE. 


Signed Money Order, but Did not 
Know Its Nature. 


G. Tauaka, a Japanese, was being 
tried yesterday for the second time 
before Judge Wellborn in the Federal 
District Court for having forged G. 
Nakomata’s name to a United States 
postal money order. At the first trial 
last November the jury disagreed. It 
seems Tauaka and Nakomata were 
partners in a restaurant in Bakers- 
field, that Nakomata furnished the 
capital of the establishment and Ta- 
vaka the experience. Tauaka said his 
partner had agreed to this arrange- 
ment because he (meaning himself) 
was a good worker and an honest man. 

The defendant through the inter- 
preter stated that on January 15th, 
1897, he went to the Bakersfield post- 
office and got a registered letter that 
was addressed to his partner, who was 
out of town. He said he did this to 
secure some Wells-Fargo Express re- 
ceipts that were in the letter. He said 
the money order for $20 was also in 
the letter, but he did not know Tiat- 
it was until he had signed everything 
the clerk had told him to sign; that he 
was surprised when the money was 
handed out to him. He took the 
money, though, and asked the advice 
of another Japanese named Kauda, 
who told him to keep it until his part- 
ner returned. This, he says, he in- 
tended to do, but had to use a part of 
it to pay bills of the restaurant. 

Apparently Mr. Tauaka has a very 
peor memory, for . he contradicted 
himself until even the interpreter lost 
patience and refused to go On with 
the case until persuaded to do so by 
Judge Wellborn. The case was con- 
tinued until today.

MASSACHUSETTS COAST A TAN- 
‘GLE OF STRANDED VESSELS.

At Least Forty Sailors Believed to 
Have Lost Their Lives in 
the Storm. 


THE MOST DISASTROUS KNOWN. 


PROPERTY LOSSES WILL AMOUNT 
TO MANY MILLIONS. 


New York Experiences the Coldest 
Weather of the Season, the Hud- 
son River Being Frozen Over 
at Sing Sing. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 
BOSTON, Feb. 2.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] From latest advices obtainabie, 
it is believed that at least forty sailors 
lost their lives in Monday’s and Tues- 
day’s storm on the Massachusetts 
coast alone. More than a score of ves- 
sels were wrecked and as many more 
badly damaged.. The-tribute of life 
around Cape Ann to the power of this 
storm is estimated at not less than 
twenty. Add to this the fact that daur- 
‘ing the existence of the gale twenty- 
five vessels and boats went ashore in 
_the harbor and six at Pigeon Cove and 
Rockport, it will be seen that the loss 
was even worse than that of 1839, which 
is equivalent to saying that aever be- 
fore has such a disastrous storm been 
yecorded on Cape Ann. Thirty-two bed- 
ies have been washed ashore from 
wrecks up to a late hour today, and 
many more will probably be found to- 
morrow. 
The greatest damage was at Glouces- 
ter, where about thirty vessels went 
shore, the entire shore of the harbor 
being lined with craft, some of them 
lying singly, others piled together in 
masses of shattered hulls and tangied 
wreckage. Fourteen bodies have been 
picked up and some of these are sup- 
posed to be the crew of the schooner 
' that Monday afternoon was anchored 
at Hough’s Neck in the outer harbor. 
At anchor also before the storm were 
the three-masted schooner G. W. Jew- 
ett, the coasting schooners Clara Jant, 
James Holmes and another small 
coaster. All of those have disappeared 
and have without doubt gone to the 
bottom or been dashed on the rocks. 
Of their crews only five,.men of the 
Jewett have bene saved. At Magnolia 
Beach today twelve bodies were picked 
up and at Lynn Beach six came ashore’ 
this afternoon. These last were frum 
the crew of the schooner Charles A, 
Briggs, wrecked on Nahant Roeks Mon-’ 
day night.

Boston itself is rapidly recovering 
from the effects of the storm. Through 
herculean efforts of-the transportation 
companies and the street-cleaning de- 
partment the printipal avenues of 
traffic were reopened to public use. A 
large part of the city is in darkness 
again tonight, as it is not deemed safe 
to turn on an electric current, except in 
that district served by underground 
wires. Late last night several of the 
main streets and avenues traversed by 
electric cars were quite passable, al- 
though cars had considerable difficulty 
in -plowing through the hard-packed. 
snow frozen hard’ to ‘the rails. The 
damage done by the storm to’ Boston 
is estimated: at a -miHion and a half, 
and to New’ England at ten millions. 

ANOTHER ‘ACCOUNT. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

BOSTON, Feb. 2;—A score of persons 
were drowned and $2,000,000 loss in- 
flicted by the storm that swept Eastern 
Massachusetts. and Rhode Island Mon- 
day night and Tuesday morning. Four 
unidentified bodies’ lie in the Coroner’s 

office in Gloucester. Five more are at 
Lynn, brought:over from. Little Na- 
hant, where the schooner Charles H. 
Briggs was wrecked. : 

Twelve. unidentified corpses are _re- 
ported to .be at Bakér’s Island, in 
Salem Harbor. They, too, must have 
manned some of the schooners that 
were lost in Gloucester Harbor. That 
there are others in the waters of the 
bay seems almost certain. Wreckage 
is strewn up and down the coast from 
Cape Ann to Cape Cod. Thirty schoon- 
ers were wrecked in Massachusetts 
Bay. On land the loss by storm seems 
ped have been confined entirely to prop- 
erty. 

Twenty-four hours elapsed before di- 
rect telegraphic communication was re- 
stored between Boston and the rest of 
the world. The electric-car service in 
the vicinity was restored by noon, but 
in most of the smaller towns the trol- 
‘ley lines are still crippled. 

The loss by, the storm in this cfty is 

_ estimated at $1,428,000. 


ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

BOSTON, Feb. 2.—The financial loss 
caused by the great storm which swept 
down upon the greater part of New 
England Monday night and yesterday 
will amount to more than at first 
thought. In this city alone, it is esti- 

mated that the loss will amount to 
over $1,000,000. Up to 11 o’clock today a 
single telephone wire to Worcester is 
the only means of communication with 
the rest of the country. West of 
Worcester,’ the wires were not badly 
damaged by the storm. 

An army of men is engaged today in 
repairing the damage sustained by the 
wire and transportation companies. 
The steam railroads thave succeeded in 
running most of their trains, although 
few were on schedule time this after- 
noon, The street-railway service is still 
badly crippled. The Boston Elevated 
Railway Company, successor of the 
West End Street Railway, lost about 
$225,000 by the storm. Today the com- 
pany has nearly’seventy-five huadred 
men Jat work clearing the tracks. 

Reports of stranded véssels along the 
coast continue to come in, and it is 
thought at least fifteen lives were lost 
by wrecks at various points. The loss 
ta the smaller fishing craft of Glouces- 
ter and vicinity is particularly heavy. 

A feature of the storm was the large 
number of fires’ in the city and gur- 
rounding towns, while it was at: its 
height. The Uphams Corner Universal- 
ist Church, an old landmark in the Dor- 
cetshire district, was burned. Serious 
fires also occurred in Lowell, Peabody, 
Rockland, Newton and other places. 
During the blockade of the railroads 
many trains were derailed and a large 
number. were either stuck fast or lost, 
owing to the collapse of the wires. The

EUROPE SWEPT BY GALES. 


Traffic Interrupted and Much Ship- 
ping Lost. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

LONDON, Feb. 2.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] Storms are prevailing through-. 
cut Great Britain, and railroad trains 
have been greatly delayed. Gales 
have swept the coast and worse 
weather is predicted. 

Lloyd’s report at 9 a.m. says that 
terrific squalls are reported at Prawle 
Point and The Lizard. 

Atmospheric disturbances are re- 
ported on the continent from Berlin to 
Buda-Pesth, resulting in a general in- 
terruption of traffic and considerable 
damage to property, especially at Leip- 
sic, Bohemia and Buda-Pesth. A gale 
has prevailed at Vienna since Sunday. 
reaching hurricane force on Sunday 
night. It is now subsiding. The wind 
blew the lantern of the little Crosby 
lighthouse over, and set fire to tho 
building, which was destroyed. Its 
three occupants are supposed to have 
perished. 

A hurricane has been sweeping over 
the Clyde district since last evening. 
A number of yachts have been sunk 
in Gourorock Bay, much damage has 
been done to shipping off the coast, 
and considerable destruction has been 
eaused inland.

SANTA MONICA. 


Child’s Death Caused by Mad Dog’s 
Hilte—Sewer Locations. 

SANTA MONICA, Feb. 2.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] The daughter of Andrew Olivera 
died in South Santa Monica as a result of the 
bites of a mad dog three weeks ago last Stn- 
day. The following statement of the case was 
given by Dr. P. 8. Lindsey, the attending 
physician: 

“The child, a girl. 6% years old, was bitten 
January 9. One of the wounds caused by the 
dog’s teeth was in the neck, eight or nine -of 
them were in the right cheek, and several 
larger ones were on the left cheek. Most of 


the wounds in the cheeks Were ragged ones,’ 


as if the flesh had been lacerated rather than 
merely penetrated, but one of those on the 
right check was a puncture. The wounds were 
cauterized and washed with an antiseptic solu- 
tion, and sixteen stitches were applied. They 
healed very nicely. , 

“The child felt perfectly well till Sunday af-. 
ternoon, January 30, when she seemed unduly 
frightened at sight’of her father and brother. 
Iier arms twitched peculiarly. Water was 
brought to. her, but the sight of it provokea 
spasms. Later she tried to drink, but coula 
not, because of constriction of the throat, of 
she complained. The pupils were di- 
ated. 
that night. The follpwing day the symptoms 
more marked. There were unusualiy 
large secretions of saliva and excessive gasz- 
ging. The-cry of distress became harsh, ana, 
influenced by efforts to free the throat of mu- 
cus, sounded not unlike the bark of a dog. 
The abnormal conditions were more pro- 
nounced during that night and the following 
morning. Death occurred at noon Tuesday, 
while the child was in convulsions. To my 
mind there is no doubt that death was caused 
by rabies, or hydrophobia, produced or com- 
municated by *the bite of the dog. It is the 
first case of that disease, to my knowledge, in 
Southern California.’’ 

The fatal termination of the bites of the dog 
and the fact that, although it was killed, it is 
known to have bitten several other dogs be. 
fore it was put out of the way, have caused 
sufficient fear of other fatalities of the kind to 
rouse people to the danger. But as far as 
reported only one other canine has been exe- 
cuted, and that was a dog that had been bitten 
by the one that bit the child. 

SEWER LOCATIONS. 

The City Trustees are puzzled over the 
question of where to locate the lateral sewers 
that are to be built along the alleys running 
northwesterly from Railroad avenue. The 
Santa Monica Water Company has pipes@# long 
these alleys, and the company, of which Presi- 
dent Jones of the Board of City Trustees is 
superintendent, objects to removing pipes to 
make room for the sewer. City Trustee Car- 
rillo says that during the period of several 
years that he was superintendent of the com- 
pany pipes were not la'd along the centers of 
the alleys, but along the sides. Considerable 
sentiment is expressed in favor of building the 
sewers uniformly along the centers, or else 
along the sides of the alleys, even though 
such uniformity may involve the removal of 
some water pipes.

EDWARD W. EVANS, JR., DISTURBS 
A TRENTON WEDDING. 


Astonishes the People in the Church 
by Singing—Ie Escorted Out by 
an Usher—Over-study Causes In- 
sanity.

TRENTON (N. J.,) Feb. 2.—{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] While the guests were 
assembling in the First Presbyterian 
Church this evening to witness the 
marriage of Miss Emily Fitzgeorge to 
Russell Fox of Philadelphia there was 
on unusual scene. The organist 
was playing a prelude and the bridal 


party was ready to enter the church, 


when Edward W. Evans, Jr., who sat 
about midway between the pulpit and 
the main entrance, began to sing. The 
astonished guests locked about, when 
Evans arose and, continuing his sing- 
ing. marched forward tothepulpit and 
seated himself among the palms that 
formed the decorations. An usher 
walked up the aisle and offered his 


‘arm to Evans, who took it, ceased his 


singing, and was escorted out of the

MORE TURKISH OUTRAGES. 


Bulgarian Men Tortured to Denth 
and Women Abused. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] ‘ 
CONSTANTINOPLE, Feb. 2.—[By 
Atlantic Cable.] The Bulgarian agent 
has presented a note to the Turkish 
government, pointing out the serious- 
ness of the occurrences in the Vilayet 
of Uskub, wher 592 Bulgarians have 
been arrested on the charge of storing 
arms. The agent further alleged that 
many of the Bulgarians had been tor- 
tured to death, and the women and 
girls outraged, and as a result were 
dying. The agent, therefore, urgently 
demanded a cessation of the oppres- 
sion, the withdrawal of the military 
Surrounding the locality, the transfer 
of all prisoners to Uskub for trial and 

dismissal of a number of officials. 

The note has caused considerable 
sensation among the Turkish minis- 
ters and at the palace.

Indictments for a Swindling Brok- 
erage Concern. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

NEW YORK, Feb. 2.—The grand 
jury of St. Lawrence county, N. Y., 
has found indictments for grand lar- 
ceny against James R. Willard, Edmer 
Dwiggins and Jay Dwiggins, who did 
a brokerage business under the firm 
name of J. R. Willard & Co., at No. 55 
Broadway, until September 9, 1897, 
when they assigned with liabilities ex- 
ceeding $1,000,000. 

Besides the office on Broadway, the 
firm had branches in several other 


cities, including Ogdensburg, N. Y., 
where two of Hs customers, David H. 
Lyon and Henry Rodeo, were heavy 
losers. 

It is understood that Willard is now 
in this country, but that the Dwiggins 
brothers have disappeared. They are 
said to be in France. 


FIRE AT WINNIPEG. 


MeIntyre Bleck Narned—Losws Nearly 
Half a Million. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


MINNEAPOLIS, Feb. 2.—A special to 
the Journal from Winnipeg states that 
the McIntyre Block, in the heart of th» 
city, was desiroyed by fire this morn- 
ing? The building was four Siories, 
and contained some retiail stores, sam- 
ple rooms, officos and the secret society 
and lecture rooms of the Manitoba Umi- 
versity. The total loss is in the neigh- 
borhood of $500,000. 

Among the heaviest losers were tho 
McIntyre estate, $125,000; Mackay Bros. 
& Morris, dry goods, $30,000; James 
Furner, millinery, $25,000; Alexander 
Taylor, st'ationery, $14,000; George Velie, 
wines and liquors, $20,000; F. J. Porte, 
jeweler, $25,000, and Dr. Dalgicish, Uni- 
versity of Manitoba, 34000. 

The fire is supposed to have starter 
from a defective flue in the furnace. 
A high wind was blowing at the time, 
and only the wide street prevented the 
fire becoming gemeral. The loss was 
fully covered by insurance, and there 
was no loss of life.

Tuesday next. 


EXPERT TESTIMONY. 


Its Value Demonstrated in the Bird 
Forgery Case. 

The value of so-called “expert” 
testimony was demonstrated in the 
trial of R. A. Bird for forging the 
signature of G. J. Griffith, which 
ended yesterday with the conviction 
of the forger. 

In a former trial the experts—cash- 
jers, tellers and other bank officers— 
disagreed and wrangled and got 
mixed up until one doubted that they 
could even read a signature. 

In the last trial, a lot of slips bear- 
bearing Griffith’s mame were _ sub- 
mitted to them for inspection. Eight 
of the signatures were*genuine, seven 
were written by Artist Wachtel, ten 
by chapin and nine by Barbour. The 
experts were Sam Dewey, a banker of 
long experince; R. Wankowski and 
Mark B. Lewis, paying tellers, and F. 
A. Gibson, bank cashier. Fourteen of 
the slips wer examined by the first 
three experts named, and they agreed 
upon only one. That was an imitat- 
jon written by Wachtel, and they 
all declared it to be Griffith’s genuine 
signature. 

Dewey to be on the safe side, pro- 
nounced genuine 13 of the slips, only 
four of which were written by Griffith. 
The only two that he declared to be 
imitations were geniune. One written 
by Wachtel he put down as doubtful. 

Wankowsky found six “genuine 
signatures, but only one of them was 
written by Griffith. Four of Griffith's 
Signatures he classed among the ‘not 
genuine,” and one as “doubtful.” 

Lewis was doubtful about al] but 
five. Two of Griffith's slips he hit 
right, one he said was an imitation, 
one of Wachtel’s he classed as ‘not 
genuine.”’ 

Gibson had twenty slips, - among 
them only two written by Griffiths, 
and he found nine “genuine,” including 
the two that really were’ genuine. 
four of Chapin’s, two of Barbour's 
and one of Wachtel’s. Another of 
Chapin’s looked “a little doubtful.” 
Gibson was the doubting Thomas o¢ 
the crowd. He did not find a single 
imttafion in the whole bunch, but he 
Was “doubtful” about ten of the slips. 

The theories upon which the exam- 
ination were based were beautifully 
elaborate, and as varied as they were 
beautiful. * 


ALLRED ARRAIGNED. 


Whe Stabber of Loomis not Yet Ad- 
mitted to Bail. 

The condition of R. M. Loomis, who 
Was stabbed by A. L. Allred Tuesday 
evening, during a neighborhood row in 
the southern part of the city, was re- 
ported to be quite serious yesterday. 
Loomis thas seven knife wounds, sev- 
@ral of which are mear the heart and 
scraped bones and arteries. 

.Mrs. Loomis filed a complaint against 
Allred yesterday afternoon, charging 
him with assault with intent to mur- 
der. The prisoner was arraigned 
fore Justice Owems, and had his ex- 
amination set for February 14.: He was 
represented by Hugh J. Crawford as 
counsel. The attorney stated that th- 
prisoner could give a _ reasonable 
amount of bail, but Justice Owens in- 
timated that he would have to make 
the bond several thousamd dollars, ow- 
ing to the possibility that Loomis’s 
wounds might prove fatal. 

Mr. Crawford then requested that 
the matter of fixing bail be deferred 
until the attending physician could ‘jc 
summoned to make an official report 
on the patiemt’s condition. A subpoena 
was according issued for the docior to 
aprear in court at 10 o’cleck this morn- 
ing, at which hour the question of )ai! 
is to be settled.

WHERE IS MRS. GRIFFIN? 


MYSTERIOUS DISAPPEARANCE OF 
A MOTHER AND CHILD. 


Went Out for a Short Walk and 
Never Returned—Mrs. Buallis As- 
snulted for Refusing to Surren- 
der the Missing Woman’s Per- 
sonal Effects. 


What has become of Mrs. Frankie 
Griffin and her three-year-old son, 
Freddie? This is the question that is 
agitating the minds of a number of 
people who knew the woman and who 
are unable to account for her sudden 
and mysterious disappearance last 
Monday afternoon. 

The siory told by Mrs. Bullis, an aged 
woman with whom Mrs. Griffin and 
child had been living on East Ninth 
Street, is a remarkable one, and has 
been called to the attention of the po- 
lice and the District Attorney's office. 


rAn investigation has been set on foot 


by Capt. Roberts, but as yet no light 
has been shed on the mystery. 

Mrs. Bullis says that Mrs. Griflin, 
who is the mother of three small chil- 
dren, two of whom are in the Maple- 
avenue Orphans’ Home, rented a room 
of her about a month ago and came 
there with her youngest child, a boy of 
3 years, to remain until after her ati- 
ticipated confinement, which event was 
due about February 1. She repre- 
sented herself as a widow, but later 
stated that her husband had gone to 
the Klondike and left her and her chil- 


dren here destitute. She supported 
herself and little family as best she 


could as a maid-of-all-work, until near 
the period of her approaching confine- 
ment, when she applied to the Asso- 
ciated Charities for aid, and was 
granted it ina modest way. 

She seemed like a good, industrious 
young woman, Mrs. Bullis says, and 
was well spoken of by people for whom 
she had worked. Among the effects in 
her possession was a good suit of man’s 
clothing, including an overcoat. A 
young man named Harry Speace, who 
occasionally called on her, in company 
with his wife, repeatedly tried to get 
these clothes from Mrs. Griffin, but she 
said they were her husband's wedding 
suit, and she could not part with them, 
as he might return from the Klondike 
some day and have need for the ap- 
Al went well until last Monday, 
when Mrs. Griffin had a craving for 
raisin loaf. Mrs. Bullis prepared the 
dough to make it, and about 3 o'clock 
Mrs. Griffin said she would walk to 
the grocery about a block distant to 
buy ‘the raisins. Without making any 
change in her raiment, and taking her 
little boy along, bare<headed, she left 
the house to go to the store, expecting 
to be gone only a few minutes or a 
quarter of an hour at the most. That 
is the last, Mre. Bullis avers, ‘that she 
or any of the neighbors ever saw of 
Mrs. Griffin or the child. 

After waiting a reasonalhle length 
of time for her return, Mrs. Bullis 
started out to look for her. She in- 
quired of all the neighbors for some 
distance around her home, but no one 
had seen the woman or child. 

Mrs. Bullis did not know what to 
think of the matter, but still trusted 
that Mrs. Griffin would return or that 
she would hear from her if she had 
been taken suddenly ill and sought 
refuge in some hospital or convenient 
lodgings. But no tidings came till 
nearly 9 o'clock, Monday evening, 
when a wagon drove up in front. of 
Mrs. Bullis’s nouse, and Harry Speace 
came to the door, saying he had come 
after Mrs. Griffin's belongings. 

“But where is Mrs. Griffin?’ 
Mrs. Bullis. 

“Oh, she was taken ill on Hill street, 
and was carried into a house where 
Dr. Powers is attending herv.”’ 

Mrs. Bullis could not understand why 
Mrs. Griffin should wander away so 
unexpectedly so far as Hill street, and 
told Speace that she’ did not believe 
he was telling the truth. She also re- 
fused to surrender Mrs. Griffin’s prop- 
erty. Speace said he had come pre- 
pared to take the things, and called a 
young man who was with the wagon 
to come into the house to help him. 

Speace’s assistant was a small, dark 
young fellow scarcely out of his teens, 
who represented himself to be an offi- 
cer. 

“Let me see your authority,” said 
Mrs. Bullis, “if you are an officer.” 

“Here’s my authority,” said he, dfs- 
playing some sort of a badge on his 
breast and fiashing a piece of paper 
out of his pocket, which. he said was an 
erder from Mrs. Griffin for her goods. 
He refused to let Mrs. Builis read it, 
however, and would not tell her his 
name. 

Mrs. Bullis still refused to give up the 
things, but the two men threw her on 
the bed and threatened her with arrest 
for resisting an officer. Then they 
seized Mrs. Griffin's trunk and other 
belongings and loaded them into the 
wagon. Among other things which 
they found in the room was a box con- 
taining some apples and oranges. 
Mrs. Bullis said these belonged to her, 
and she strove to take the box away 
from them, but they beat her on the

arms and again threw her on the bed, 


treating her very roughly. They said 
they would take the fruit just for luck, 
no matter who owned it. Then they 
drove away, no one but themselves, 
perhaps, knows where. 


Mrs. Bullis and her friends have 
searched in vain for the missing 
woman, or some trace of her wWwhere- 


abouts or reasons for disappearing so 
suddenly. 

Dr. Powers, the City Health Officer, 
who was alleged to have accouched 
the woman at some place on Hil! 
street Monday evening, when ques- 
tioned about the matter, denied all 
knowledge of the affair. He stated 
last evening that he visited the woman 
professionally at Mrs. Bullis’s recently, 
but knows nothing of her present 
whereabouts or the cause of her dis- 
appearance, 

Mrs. Bullis yesterday afternoon vis- 
ited the Police Station and anplied to 
Deputy District Attorney Chambers 
for a criminal complaint against Harry 
Speace and his companion for assault- 
ing her and taking her fruit. No offi- 
cer of any kind answering the descrip- 
tion given of Speace’s assistant is 
known at the Police Station, and the 
supposition is that it was a bold case 
of impersonating an’ officer. A _ rigid 
investigation of the case will be made 
by the police. 

The records of the Associated Char- 
ities show that Mrs. Frankie Griffin 
anplied fer aid December 31 and that 
an order for $5 in groceries and $1 in 
cash was given her. In her affidavit 
on record with her application for 
charity, she says she is 26 years old. 
2nd has heen a widow since August 
17, 1897. She eives the names of her 
children as Bessie, aged 7; Arthur. 
aced 4. and Freddie, aged 3 the first 
two heing in the Orphans’ Home. 

The woman's reason for represent- 
ing herself as a widow part of the 
time. and at other times stating that 
her husband has gone to the Klondike 
iS not apnnarent. 

Although the nolice are looking fer 
Harry Speace. who might clear vn the 
mvsterv, he has not yet beer feund. 
His name is not in the city directory.
